Egypt was told yesterday that it 
must come up with a “comprehen- 
sive'’ report on last Saturday’s shoot- 
ings at Ras Burka to clear the atmos- 
phere between the two countries. 

Egyptian charge d’affairs Moham- 
med Bassiouny was summoned to 
the Foreign Ministry yesterday even- 
ing for a meeting with the director- 
general. David Kimcbe. Kimcbe 
told Bassiouny that Israel views the 
incident in which seven Israelis were 
shot dead, with “extreme gravity.” 

Acting Foreign Minister Mosbe 
Arens said yesterday in a television 
interview that “The citizens of Israel 
want to know - they have a right to 
know - exactly what happened, why 


it happened, and why a number of 
people, including children, died for 
no reason. They could have been 
saved - why were they prevented 
from receiving medical aid from 
Israeli doctors in the area?” 

"The things said in Egypt about 
this incident to date are simply incor- 
rect,'' Arens said, referring to the 
testimony of Israelis who were pre- 
sent. 

Referring to Egyptian President 
Mubarak's dismissal of the kin mgs in 
a TV interview as “a small matter,” 
Arens said that “it is hard to under- 
stand this attitude which belittles 
something so tragic. It saddens me, 
a sit saddens every Israeli."

Security forces crack 
another terrorist cell

TEL AVTV. - The security forces 
this week cracked a Fatah cell which 
allegedly earned out several terrorist 
attacks and injured 10 Israelis since 
April. 

Some sources said later the deten- 
tions, following closely after the wip- 
ing out of the squad which had 
operated for more than a year in the 
Mount Hebron area, reflected the 
increased intelligence gathering 
effort particularly by the General 
Security Services. 

Several months ago Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said that 
resources which bad been tied down 
in Lebanon were being transferred 
to the West Bank in the wake of the 
Israeli withdrawal, and that the re- 
sults would be felt some time later. 

The official announcement issued 
through the IDF spokesman last 
night, did not say bow many people 
were arrested or when. 

However well informed sources 
said the arrests were made on Sun- 
day afternoon. Two of the detainees 
-lives at- the- refugee - camp near - 
Shuafat. just north, of French, Hill in 
Jerusalem and a third is a resident of 
a-Ram, near the industrial zone on 
the Jerusalem-Ramallah road. 

The reports did not say whether 
the terrorists were affiliated with the 
mainstream Fatah led by PLO chair-, 
man Y asser Arafat in Amman or the 
Damascus-based rebels led by Abu 
Mussa. 

Many of their.attacks were perpe- 
trated in the early morning, presum- 
ably when the attackers were On the 
way to work. According to one re- 
port at least some of the detainees 
worked in Israel. 

Their first device - comprising a 
half a kilo of explosives and nails - 


went off at a median strip on Herzog 
Street in Jerusalem on April 19. 
However only little damage was 
caused and no one was hurt. 

On May 12 they perpetrated three 
attacks. A bomb demolished a bus 
stop near the Shaare Zedek hospital 
in the capital. 

Later that day two devices ex- 
ploded at the Beit Shemesb and 
Yishl junctions - also causing no 
injuries. 

Six days later, however, an explo- 
sive device comprising gunpowder 
and match heads went off at a bus 
station in Ramot and slightly injured 
two people. Another charge planted 
at French Hill that day exploded five 
minutes later, without injuring any- 
one. 

Their next charge, planted among 
some rocks in Neve Ya'akov, 
seriously injured seven-year-old 
Hanania Alon, whose foot was 
amputated. 

The last attack was perpetrated on 
September 27. The terrorists planted 
the charge dose to a bus station 1 at 
Afarsemon Street in Jerusalem’s 
Gilo quarter. Seven civilians were- 
sligbtly injured. 

Meanwhile, stones were thrown 
yesterday morning at an Israeli car 
travelling along the road from 
Aseret towards Birzmt No one was 
injured and no damage was caused. 

At 12.30 someone threw a fire- 
bomb at soldiers near the customs 
house at the southern entrance to 
Jenin. No one was hurl and there 
were no injuries. Security forces 
dosed the area for two hours. 

Earlier, at about 11 a.m., resi- 
dents of Surif - the home of the 
members of the Mount Hebron 
squad - gathered in the village but 
the authorities dispersed them, 
military sources said. 


Death toll rises to five 
in Tunisia synagogue attack 


TUNIS. - The death toll in Tues- 
day's attack on the synagogue in 
Djeiba rose to five yesterday, with, 
hospital sources on the Tunisian 
holiday island saying that two more 
people' had died. Doctors also feared 
for the life of a 17-year-old Jewish 
girl, who was still in a coma. 

■Hie killings occurred when a 
security guard went berserk outside 
the synagogue be was supposed to be 
protecting in the island's Jewish 
Quarter of Hara Srira. 

Tunisian Premier Mohammed 
M’zali, who Tuesday visited the site 
of the attack, blamed Libya- 
He said that since the October 1st 
Israeli air raid on the PLO base of 
Hantmam, south of Tirais, the Li- 
byan radio has been calling on Tuni- 
sians to seek revenge and “massacre 
ail of Tunisia's Jews.” - 
M'zali called on the population to 
remain calm and tried to reassure 
Tunisia's Jews that the administra- 
tion of President Habib Bourguiba 
will do all it can to preserve Jewish 
lives, property and rights. 

According to latest reports from. 


■Tunis, the attack took place shortly 
after 9.30 ajn. just as the worship- 
pers inside the historic Ghirba Syna- 
gogue, Tunisia's oldest, had finished 
saying Haftara on the second day of 
S imhfl t Torah. 

One of the four policemen on 
guard outside the synagogue sud- 
denly opened fire with his 
raachinegun on tbe crowd. 

Some reports say he fired through 
one of the windows, others that he 
went inside the synagogue and 
shouted "revenge for our Palestinian 
brothers” before he opened fire. 

Eyewitnesses say pandemonium 
broke out as people cried out in pain . 
A 56-year-old man died on the spot. 

The Tunisian authorities say that 
tbe policeman “who had suddenly 
gone berserk” ran after the attack 
towards the nearby highway and 
tried to commandeer a track. When 
the driver resisted be was also shot 
dead. Tunisian security agents final- 
ly caught up with him. He is said to 
have been wounded while resisting 
arrest and is now in detention. (Reu-

WASHINGTON. - Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir yesterday told 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
that Israel will continue to oppose an 
international conference on the Mid- 
dle East even if the Soviet Union 
renews diplomatic relations with 
Israel.' 

Shamir, who had two rounds of 
talks with Shultz at the State Depart- 
ment in addition to meeting separ- 
ately with Vice President George 
Bush at the White House, said tbe 
U.S. also opposed an enhanced 


Soviet role in Arab- Israeli diploma- 
cy but was still searching for some 
compromise formula involving an 
international umbrella. 

Meeting late in the day with Israeli 
reporters,. Shamir suggested strongly 
that there was little likelihood of any 
dramatic progress in the peace pro- 
cess in the near future. No one could 
explain to him what National Secur- 
ity Adviser Robert McFariane may 
have had in mind last Sunday when 
be spoke of something happening 
within the next month.

Terror murder squad aided 
by PLO in Amman — Rabin

The five-man gang that terrorized 
the Hebron area and elsewhere for 
-overs, year, andwhkh waswipedoot 
on Sunday night in a dash with 
security forces, was assisted by PLO 
headquarters in Amman, Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said yester- 
day. 

Speaking at the Mosbe Sharett 
Institute in Jerusalem yesterday, 
Rabin asserted that the PLO under 
Yasser Arafat’s direction decided 
over a year ago to step up terrorist 
activities against Israel. The Hebron 
area group, responsible for killing 
five and injuring 18, was part of this 
effort. 

Rabin noted that Jordan's King 
Hussein, while condemning terror in 
his speech before the UN last week, 
condoned “acts of national libera- 
tion against occupation.” While it is 
true that the king prevents cross- 
border terror, tbe defence minister 
said, the PLO was free to plan, 
organize, finance and recruit terror- 
ists in Jordan to operate in the areas 
under Israeli control. 


Referring to the latest act of 
Palestinian terrorist piracy, Rabin 
said that whereas Arafat has denied 
involvcsaenkia tbeJiljadring of the 
Italian ship, he. was- “not so sore'-' 
that the group involved were not 
from Arafat’s wing of the PLO. He 
said that Israel had received no re- 
quest from anybody to release pris- 
oners in exchange for the hostages 
on the boat. 

Rabin-compared the world’s con- 
demnation of the Israeli strike on 
PLO headquarters in Tunisia with its 
horror over the hijacking of the 
Italian boat. He said although it was 
painful to witness any act of terror 
“maybe the world would learn a 
lesson” from the way it responded to 
the Tunisia strike. He was obviously 
referring to the Italians who were 
most vociferous in condemning the 
Israeli air raid. 

Despite the tragic incident in Sinai 
this week and the “unfortunate” 
Egyptian reaction to it, Rabin was 
convinced that the peace process and 
normalization between the two 
countries must go on. 


Kupat Holim strike ends

Kupat Holim Claljt workers de- 
cided late last night to end their 
strike and return to work today at all 
health fund hospitals and clinics, 
Israel Radio repotted. 

The head of the health fund em- 
ployees' union said that their de- 
mand to be paid on the first of the 
month had been granted and that 
they would receive compensation for 
getting paid late. 

The health fond employees, in- 
cluding about 5.500 doctors, origi- 
nally walked out in protest only 
against the non-payment of their 
salaries, which were due in their 
bank accounts by the fifth of the 
month. As negotiations on the strike 
got under way, however, they de- 
manded their late wages be fully 
linked and that in future they be paid 
on the first of the month, like other 
Histadrut and government em- 
ployees. 


Peres met yesterday with the 
fluid's director-general Haim Doron 
and Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar and agreed to an 
immediate payment by the Treasury 
of some IS300 milli on to cover the 
September wage bill. 

This was essentially the agreement 
worked out the day before by Kessar 
and Treasury Director-General 
Emmanuel Sharon, which would 
have precluded the strike. But it 
appeared the Treasury needed 
Peres's authorization to pay the 
money, in tbe absence of Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’i, who is in 
South Korea attending a meeting of 
the International Monetary Fund. 

During yesterday's strike all fund 
hospitals operated on a Sabbath for- 
mal. pefonning only emergency 
surgery and admitting only argent: 
cases. All outpatient dimes were 
closed, except for those treating can- 
cer. diabetes and dialysis patients.

An American passenger was kil- 
led aboard the hijacked Italian 
cruise liner Achille Lauro and 
apparently thrown overboard by the 
terrorists, Italian Premier Bettino 
Craxi said yesterday. 

Tbe missing man was identified as 
an American Jew, Leon KHnghof- 
fer, of New York City, who had been 
accompanied by his wife Marilyn. 

The four hijackers of the cruise 
ship won three conditions from the 
Egyptian authorities before sur- 
rendering yesterday at Port Said, 
including a promise of talks with 
Israel and the U.S. on their demands 
for the release of Palestinian terror- 
ists in Israel, a senior PLO official 
said yesterday. 

Egypt promised the guerriDas, 
members of the Palestine Liberation 
Front (PLF). safe conduct out of the 
coimtiy if they gave np. and govern- 
ment sources said they would be 
flown out separately to different des- 
tinations within the next few hours. 

The ship's captain said on Italian 
TV that one of the pirates, with 
blood on his clothes, said he had 
killed an American passenger. 

Captain De Rosa was asked if he 
could confirm the death of the 
American. “Unfortunately, yes,” he 
said via ship-to-shore radio. “How it 
happened is difficult to explain in a 


few words. However, they told me, 
‘Now we have killed one’.*' 

Late last night the ship left Port 
Said for Ashdod, where it had been 
scheduled to call to pick up Israeli 
passengers before it was hijacked on 
Monday. It was due to arrive there 
early this morning. 

Craxi's office said the prime minis- 
ter had sent a message to President 
Reagan giving him details of the 
hijacking and expressing Italy's con- 
dolences over the missing American. 

At his news conference Craxi said 
that, if the presumed killing of the 
American was confirmed. Italy 
would ask Egypt to extradite the 
Palestinian terrorists who hijacked 
the ship. 

Before Craxi made tbe surprise 
announcement about Klinghoffer. a 
chorus of Italian politicians had 
hailed the end of the hijack drama as 
proof of the power of diplomacy. 

Salah Khalaf (Abu Tyad), right- 
hand man of PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat, told Reuters the four hijack- 
ers were Lebanese Palestinians aged 
22 to 24. 

He said It was still not clear what 
organization they represented, but 
they were possibly from a Syrian- 
based group. ^ - 

He said he believed Israel and 
Washington had given no guarantees 
concerning the promise of talks ab- 
out the release of some 50 Palesti- 


nians jailed in Israel and other coun- 
tries. 

The other two conditions were a 
guarantee that the\ would not be 
brought to justice, and would not he 
handed over to the PLO. 

The PLO. which has denied any 
involvemenr in the hijacking of the 
liner with some 400 people aboard, 
had requested they be turned over to 
it. 

Arafat had reportedly asked 
Egypt that the hijackers be handed 
over to the PLO for punishment. 

Negotiations began yesterday 
morning with the hijackers moored 
off Port Said, and were conducted by 
a team of Egyptian. Italian and PLO 
officials. 

Sources in Nicosia close to the 
PLF said that the four gunmen who 
seized the liner disobeyed orders to 
carry out an operation inside Israel 
and instead hijacked the ship. 

“Four members of the PLF 
embarked on the ship in order to go 
to Israel and carry out some tasks 
there.” one usually reliable Palesti- 
nian source told Reuters. "The ship 
was to have been purely a means of 
transport and the front did not in- 
tend it to be a target.” 

The sources said the Achille 
Lauro had been selected (ot the 
operation because it had been due to 
call at Ashdod.

U.S. reacts cautiously to release of hostages

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
Administration yesterday re- 
sponded cautiously to the release of 
the hijacked passengers and crew 
members aboard the Italian ship, 
Achille Lauro. 

U.S. officials, while dearly re- 
lieved,, insisted they had nothing to 
dp with' the reported Egyptian ctecf- 
sion to grant- safe passage to the 
Palestinian hijackers. 

White House press secretary Lar- 
ry Speakes reiterated U.S. policy, 
noting that- terrorists should be 
brought to justice. But he said he did 
not know whether the Egyptians bad 
granted safe passage to the terror- 
ists. 

A White House official, asked 
about Italian Premier Bettino Cra- 
xi's report of the death of the Amer- 


ican aboard the hijacked ship, said 
that the administration was trying to 
confirm the report “directly... be- 
fore we start making any pronounce- 
ments.” 

Speakes said be also did not have 
details of PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat's reported role in winning the 
release of the passengers. He and 


other U.S. offidals refused to specu- 
late about any PLO ties with the 
hijackers. 

Arafat has repeatedly denied any 
involvement, and yesterday sharply 
condemned the hijacking.

Israel warned Italy about ship hijacking’ 


LOS ANGELES (AP). - Israel 
warned Italy more than six months 
ago that terrorists might be under- 
going specialized training to hijack a 
ship. The Los Angeles Times re- 
ported yesterday. 

“We gave a warning based on 
indicative signs, not on the fact that 
we knew that tomorrow they're 
going to do it,” the newspaper 
quoted an unidentified Israeli milit- 


ary source as saying. 

The source said Israel had 
obtained information that several 
large terrorist groups were under- 
taking specialized training, the 
newspaper reported. 

Based on the evidence available, it 
was concluded that the terrorists 
were training for high-seas piracy, 
the newspaper quoted the source as 
saying. 


Cabinet relieved by end of hijack crisis

The inner cabinet discussed the 
hijack of the Italian liner in its meet- 
ing yesterday. Israel was relieved 
that it had not been called upon to 
play any part in the hijack drama. 

Offidals continued to stress that 
the hijackers of the Achille Lauro 
were dose to Arafat, and were flown 
to his headquarters in Tunis after 
they left the ship. It is still unclear 
whether Arafat, by arranging for the 
release of the hostages, recouped the 
political and diplomatic capital he 


lost by the hijacking actually taking 
■place. 

Offidal Israeli spokesmen will no 
doubt continue to stress the hijack- 
ers’ affiliation with Arafat and that 
they were apparently on their way to 
commit mass murder in Ashdod, the 
Achille Lawo's next scheduled port 
of call. 

German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher spent a good part 
of last night and most of his time 
yesterday dealing with tbe hijack 


crisis. He was in constant telephone 
contact from the King David Hotel 
with German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl and with his Italian opposite 
number Giulio Andreotti, as well as 
with the Egyptian authorities 
through the German embassy in 
Cairo. He also spoke by phone with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Esmat 
Abdel Meguid. 

Because of the ship hijack affair, 
Genscher postponed his departure 
for Bonn from yesterday afternoon 
until close to midnight last night. 


Prices up 1.5% in second half of September

Consumer prices rose by L5 per 
cent in the second half of September, 
according to figures published 
yesterday by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

Two thirds of the rise stemmed 
from a large, seasonal, increase in 
the price of fruits and vegetables. 

Senior Treasury offidals predicted 
that the inflation rate for September 
would be slightly above the 3 per 
cent mark. The actual figure will be 
published on October 15. 

The figures published yesterday 
showed that the price of fresh pro- 
duce continued to rise steeply during 
the last two weeks of September. 


In that period the price of fruits 
and vegetables rose by 12.9 per cent, 
after a 23-3 per cent rise in the first 
half of the month. 

As a result, these prices were 
about40 per cent higher at the end of 
September than at the end of Au- 
gust. 

The previously published semi- 
index figures for the first half of 
September had shown a price rise of 


about 2.2 per cent. Thus, during the 
month consumer prices appear to 
have risen bv 3-4 per cent. 

The price indications published 
yesterday are based on measure- 
ment of prices of 65 per cent of the 
items included in the basket on 
which the Consumer Price Index is 
based.

Genscher; No delay in EEC talks

West Germany was reportedly 
flexible on economic matters but 
stubborn on arms sales to Arab 
countries during a meeting yesterday 
between German Foreign Minister 
Hans Dietrich Genscher and acting 
Foreign Minister Moshe Arens. 

West Germany will oppose a post- 
ponement of economic talks be- 
tween Israel and the European Com- 
munity'. according to German 
sources. Israel and the EEC were 
due to hold talks about the problems 
this country will face after Spain and 
Portugal join the community, on 
October 21 and 22. 

Following the Israeli air raid 
against PLO headquarters in Tunis, 
demands were made that the Com- 
munity postpone the talks. A post- 
ponement would endanger the 
timetable for negotiations, in winch 


Israel is trying to reach an accord 
with the EEC designed to prevent 
losses of Israeli agricultural exports 
to the community when Spain and 
Portugal, both major agricultural 
producers, become EEC members. 

Arens voiced Israel’s concern al> 
out the possible delay in the talks 
and Genscher expresses sympathy 
for the Israeli point of view. Earlier, 
offidals in Bonn had confirmed that 
Germany still opposes economic 
sanctions as a means of solving poli- 
tical problems. 

Genscher was less eager to prom- 
ise support on the issue of aims 
exports to Arab countries. Arens 
raised the planned sale of the 
German-British-Italian manufac- 
tured Tornado fighter planes to 
Saudi Arabia. The sale was made by 
Britain, but the German stake in the 
manufacturing of the plane is 40 per 


Gensdier told Arens that for Ger- 
many. cooperation with Nato part- 
ners in arms development and manu- 
facturing had priority. If Germany 
were to veto sales of jointly- 
produced weapons, that cooperation 
would be in jeopardy. Genscher said 
that Germany had voiced reserva- 
tions about the Tornado sale to 
■Saudi Arabia in 1983 as well as 
recently, but it would not veto them. 

Concerning the question of a Ger- 
man company building a munitions 
factory in Saudi Arabia, Genscher 
said .that so far the companies have 
only been permitted to bid for the 
deal. If the Saudis choose to place 
the order with the German com- 
panies, Bonn will decide whether to 
give the companies permission to go 
ahead with the deal. The dedson will 
take into consideration the situation 
m the Middle East.

U.S. firms claim Navy bias 
in favour of Israeli drone

Major American aircraft com- 
panies have dropped out of the com- 
petition to supply remotely piloted 
vehicles (RPV) to the U.S. Navy, 
alleging discrimination in favour of 
an Israeli bid, the authoritative 
Aviation Week magazine reported in 
Its latest issue. 

The magazine said that Mazlat of 
ferae) and Pacific Aero Systems of 
California were the only two com- 
panies to submit proposals. 

Other U.S. and international 
firms claimed that the U.S. Navy 
requirements were tailor-made for 
Mazlat ’s Pioneer, a derivitive of the 


Mastiff RPV used by Israel in the 
Lebanon war. - 

“On the surface, it was supposed 
to be a competition, but in the end it 
wasn't, which discouraged Amer- 
ican companies from bidding,” 
Gerald Seeman, general manager of 
Lear Siegler was quoted as saying. 

The RPV system is required by the 
U.S. Navy for battlefield surveill- 
ance and detection of targets with an 
' accuracy range of 300 metres. 

Mazlat is a joint company formed 
by Israel Aircraft Industries and 
Tadiran. Its U.S. partner is AAI of 
Baltimore. Tadiran’s Mastiff is in 
operation with the U.S. Marine 
Cbrp. 


Customs duties may be cut

Customs duties on some consumer 
goods may be reduced in the near 
future if the Treasury and the Bank 
of Israel reach the conclusion that 
the current strengthening of Euro- 
pean Currencies is a long-term de- 
velopment. Treasury sources told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

The sources indicated- that with 
the return of Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda'i tomorrow from South 
Korea, there will be deliberations on 
this issue which could lead to a cut in 
the duties on imports, especially 
consumer durables. 

In the iast few weeks the shekel 
has undergone a devaluation of ab- 
out 6 per cent against the basket of 
currencies following the drop in the 
value of the dollar vis-a-vis all major 
European currencies. 

Since the shekel is effectively peg- 
ged to the dollar at a rate of ex- 
change of about IS 1.500 a weaker 
American currency has meant the 
automatic devaluation of the shekel. 
In some cases, like that of the Ger- 


man mark, the devaluation over the 
last few weeks was more than 10 per 
cent. 

As a result, imports from Europe 
have become dearer, although local 
dealers have been prevented from 
raising prices by the freeze imposed 
by the government. The Treasury, 
however, fears that sooner or later 
the pressure for higher prices will be 
too heavy to withstand , and this has 
led to some discussions about the 
steps to be taken. 

According to the latest proposals, 
the best solution to the problem 
would be to reduce customs duties 
on imports by several percentage 
points. This would offset a large part 
of the effect of the rising value of the 
European currencies while leaving 
intact the benefits of this develop- 
ment for exports. 

The sources said that even after 
ModaTs return from Korea, it could 
take some time until a dearer picture 
emeiges from the European curren- 
cy markets which would indicate 
which way the dollar will go in the 
long run.

Bizarre case linked to mystery of vanished lord 

London killer who cut up his wife is jailed 


LONDON (Reuter). - Economist 
Nicholas Boyce was sent to prison 
for sir. years yesterday for dis- 
membering his wife's body and 
dumping 100 pieces of her roasted 
flesh all over London in a court case 
linked to one of Britain's biggest 
murder mysteries. 

Poiice said Boyce. 37. admitted 
hacking up the body of his wife 
Christabel, roasting the flesh, cutting 
(he bones into joints resembling the 
remnants of a Sunday lunch, and 
encasing her head in cement before 
throwing it into the River Thames. 

Christabel. 32. was a former gov- 
erness to the children of Lord Lucan, 
who vanished without a trace in 1974 
after another nanny was battered to 
death at bis home in London's 
fashionable Belgravia district. 

International police have sought 
vainly to track down the missing 
peer, variously reported to be living 


in. South America. Australia or 
South Africa. 

Detectives and friends of the fami- 
ly are divided over. whether Lord 
Lucan is still alive or whether be 
committed suicide, probably by 
jumping from a channel ferry to 
France shortly after the murder. 

A jury of six men and six women at 
London's Old Bailey court yesterdav 
cleared Boyce of murdering his wife 
but convicted him of manslaughter 
in a furious domestic row over his 
sexual prowess. Judge Sir James 
Miskin sentenced him to six years in 
jail. 

The court was told that Boyce, 
father of two children, strangled 
Christabel and disembered her body 
in (he bath. He put most of the pieces 
into garbage cans around the city and 
consigned her head to the river in a 
bag full of cement. 

Boyce sighed and closed his eyes 


when the jury came in with its verdict 
accepting his plea of unintentional 
killing. 

Chriscabel’s diary, disclosed dur- 
ing the hearing, shed new light on 
the Lucan mystery. 

Nanny Sandra Rivett, 29, was bat- 
tered to death with a length of lead 
piping wrapped in surgical tape on a 
November night II years ago. A 
coroner’s jury ruled that the 
vanished peer had killed her after 
mistaking her for his wife. 

But Christabel’s diary said Lord 
Lucan had suggested a suicide pact 
to his wife. Lady Veronica, minutes 
after the killing. He told her they 
must go away together and take an 
overdose of sleeping pills. 

In feet Lady Veronica fled from 
the house and raised the alarm at a 
nearby pub, shouting: “help ... help 
... murder.” 
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Australian to ‘tell the world* how he was robbed in Egypt

TEL AVIV. - *T will make it my 
mission to inform the world of the 
risks tourists take when they go to 
Egypt. I have discovered that I am not 
the only victim but there are many 
others whose money was taken at the 
Egyptian border,” Australian tour- 
ist Paul Kamsler told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

Xamsler, who said that Egyptian 
customs officials at the Rafiah bor- 
der crossing robbed him of S6.400 in 
cash and charged him with trying to 
smuggle foreign currency out of 
Egypt, noted that he had compiled a 
list of more than 20 people who were 
victims of a similar procedure. 

Kamsler, who works for a hotel 
company which is part of Australia's 


largest airline,' received a telegram' 
from his office yesterday, quoting an 
apology made by the Egyptian 
Embassy inCanberra. In the apolo- 
gy. Ambassador H. Shokri, said: “I 
am shocked that one of my country- 
men should have been overzealous" 
and that the whole affair must have 
been a terrible mistake. 

“More than 20 people called me 
up following the story’s publication 
in The Post and told me that their 
relatives had had similar experi- 
ences. 1 spoke to people at the 
Hilton Hotel’s cafeteria and some of 
them cancelled their plans to visit 
Egypt. One non-Jewish tourist said 
that crossing Dizengoff Street blind- 
folded was safer than going to Egypt 
so why take the risk?” Kamsler said. 

He noted that he could afford to • 


lose the monev but others could not 
and had to cancel their planned 
vacations after thev were robbed, 

“People here keep saying we 
mustn't rock the boat and upset the 
Egyptians. But they don’t care 
whom they upset. They cause a lot of 
bitterness! I would expect a major in 
the Egyptian police at the customs 
checkpoint to know how to read a 
passport. But the major there held 
mv passport upside down and re- 
fused to give us a copy of the state- 
ment they made us sign when they 
took the money.” Kamsler said.

Missing hostage was stroke victim 


NEW YORK (Renter). - The 
American tourist declared missing 
and presumed killed aboard the hi- 
jacked Achille Lauro was a man 
beloved in his tiny comer of Manhat- 
tan. 

Shocked neighbours wept openly 
on East 10th' Street, just behind 
Broadway, after television and radio 
stations broadcast news of Leon 
Klinghoffer’s death. 

Klinghoffer had to retire from his 
neighbourhood household goods 
shop three years ago after suffering a 


stroke that left him largely confined 
to a wheelchair. 

Before the news that he was mis- 
sing and presumed dead was re- 
leased. Klinghoffer’s son-in-law, 
Jerry Arbittier. told reporters the 
terrorists who took the ship captive 
might cause Leon's death. 

“The pressure could do it alone. 
Leon's had two strokes already." 

The details of his disappearance 
.were not made public and East 10th 
Street was rife with speculation. 
“Was he singled out because he was 
Jewish?'* one man asked.

While commandeered, the vessel, 
sailed from' Alexandria to a ponit off 
Tartus, then to Cyprus and back to 
Egyptian waters off Port Said. 

The sources in Nicosia said a 
senior PLF official ordered the ship 
back to Egypt after the hijackers 
disobeyed orders. 

Asked why the hijackers surren- 
dered, Craxi replied "We aimed at 
weakening and isolating (them) , first 
politically and then in actual fact. 
Everyone did his part. Syria pre- 
vented tfte^docking of the ship in its 
ports and forced it to find other 
moorings which it did not find. 

“The PLO mobilized and 
favoured a positive solution,” Craxi 
said. “All these actions put the hi- 
jackers in a situation of weakness 
and all the paths were closed except 
those of surrender.” 

In replying to questions, he could . 
not positively identify the group of 
hijackers but said “the repudiation 
by Arafat is so radical, his request 
for punishment of those guilty is so 
explicit that I do not think he could 
have been informed of the terrorist 
action.” 

Two planes will arrive today from 
Egypt with passengers of the ship 
who wish to continue tbeir 
Mediterranean cruise. Others have 
returned to their homes in Europe 
and the U.S. 


On Tuesday an Israeli couple who 
had been on the ship when it arrived 
in Alexandria returned to Israel. 
They left the ship for a tour with 
several hundred other passengers 
while it was taken over by the terror- 
ist gang. They are liana and Reuven 
Pacher from Ein Iron near Karkur. 

In an interview with Italian radio. 
Captain De Rosa said the hijackers 
took control of the ship at mid-day 
on Monday while those who had 
remained on board were having 
lunch. 

He said they fired machineguns to 
frighten the crew and passengers and 
brandished grenades. 

He said that during the two days 
that they controlled the ship the 
hijackers behaved well towards the 
Italians on board but less so with 
those of other nationalities. 

Italian investigators were investi- 
gating reports that iax surveillance at 
the port of Genoa allowed terrorists 
to board the ship with false pass- 
ports, biding their weapons among 
some of the 1 ,600 suitcases. 

The investigators said they are 
also looking into reports that the 
hijackere might have boarded in Na- 
ples and Siracusa, Sicily; the two 
stops following the Genoa depar- 
ture. But they said they believe the 
hijackers got on the ship either in 
Genoa or Port Said.

He 
said he was anxious to deny to Shultz 
and other U.S. officials the 
“rumours” that the Israeli stance 
might be changed if Moscow restores 
diplomatic ties with Israel. 

In this connection, Shamir said 
Israel should not pay any price to the 
Soviets for resuming diplomatic rela- 
tions. He said the Soviets probably 
had a greater interest in resuming 
rejations than did Israel. 

Shamir seemed quite pleased with 
his discussions with Shultz although 
the foreign minister conceded that 
the two countries remained divided 
over the proposed U.S. weapons 
sales .to Jordan. Shamir said be had 
strongly opposed those sales, noting 
that qq one in “Jerusalem and 
throughout Israel would.be able to 
sleep at night” if the Jordanians 
obtain F-16 fighters. 

He said be did not trust King 
Hussein's assurances that the 
weapons would not be used against 
Israel. “Who can believe it?" he 
asked. 

But the foreign minister, who said 
Shultz has strongly restated the U.S. 
commitment to arpa Hussein, added 
that the U.S. and Israel agreed that 
the difference of opinion over this 
issue should not weaken other bi- 


lateral U.S.- Israeli economic, di- 
plomatic and military cooperation. 

Shamir and Shultz met at the State 
Department just as word started to 
reach Washington that the Achille 
Lauro cruise ship was returning to 
Port Said. The Foreign Minister said 
Shultz had proposed that the U.S. 
and Israel strengthen tbeir coopera- 
tion in battling international terror- 
ism by formulating joint plans. 

The foreign minister did not 
elaborate on the concept other than 
to express satisfaction with the 
ongoing U.S. -Israeli strategic coop- 
eration in other areas. He said that 
both he and Shultz were pleased with 
the improvement in U.S.- Israeli 
relations these past two years. 

The foreign minister, who is due 
to spend much of today in Congress 
meeting with senators and repre- 
sentatives before leaving the U.S. 
tonight, described the two major 
obstacles standing in the way of 
direct Israeli- Jordanian peace nego- . 
tiations as Jordan’s continued de- 
mand for an international confer- 
ence and its insistence that the £LO 
be involved “at every stage.” 

Shamir said that the U-S-- in his 
opinion, did not regard the PLO “as 
a partner in peace negotiations.” 
Tne Israeli minister said the Amer- 
icans were also sceptical about PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat's denials 
that the PLO had anything to do with 
the hijacking of the Italian ship. 

The two men also discussed last

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* Cheap Tamar tomatoes 
vanish from markets

Huge quantities of Tamar toma- 
toes are being pumped into the mar- 
ket to maintain the IS800 per kilo 
price fixed under the Agriculture 
Ministry's “Green Band" reduced 
prices campaign - but, claimed Agri- 
culture Minister Aiye Nahamkin 
yesterday, they are “disappearing." 

“I don't know what the people of 
Israel are doing with these tomatoes," 
Nehamkin told the Jerusalem Post 
yesterday when told that a check at 
several greengrocers and supermar- 
kets had revealed that none were 
available. 

He said that he had told the 
director-general of his ministry. 
Meir Ben-Meir, to look into the 
problem, adding: “I hope that by 
this morning there will be an even 
greater quantity of Tamar tomatoes 
on the market." 

One of Nebamkin's aides ex- 
;v plained to The Post that the main 
problem was logistical. 

Because the Tamars are primarily 
industrial tomatoes, they are sent 
un sorted in 200 kilo containers 
directly to processing plants. 

But this is not suitable for market- 
ing the Tamar as a salad vegetable. 


as sorting is essential to ensure that 
only good quality fruit reaches the 
market. 

The aide said that if, in the next 
day or two, a solution to the sorting 
problem is not found, “we will have 
to throw in the towel and take the 
Tamar out of the Green Band cam- 
paign.” 

Observers believe that this could 
mean the end of the campaign, as 
tomatoes - probably the most popu- 
lar of all vegetables - have a 
•‘locomotive effect,” and if they are 
not available at the low price, the 
prices of other products in the cam- 
paign are likely to be pulled upwards 
as well. 

It could also prove a financial 
embarrassment for the ministry, 
which has contracted to pay a pro- 
cessing plant in Afula $400,000 for 
all the Tamars it had planned to 
divert from this plant to the fresh 
produce market. 

Meanwhile, agricultural experts 
reckon the current high price of 
fruits and vegetables will probably 
continue for another month, until 
the winter tomatoes from the Arava 
and Jordan Rift begin to appear on 
the market.

Egged plans to axe 600 more jobs

TEL AVTV. - The Egged bus coop- 
erative is planning to fire or retire an 
, additional 600 workers, mainly bus 
.N drivers during the coming months, 
both members of the cooperative 
and hired workers. 

During the past year Egged has 
cut its work force by 1,500 and now 
employs 8.962 people, the incoming 
chairman of the Egged secretariat. 
Shlomo Levine, told a press confer- 
ence here yesterday. 

Levine said that there has been a 
considerable drop in the number of 
passengers since the beginning of 
July when the government practical- 
ly eliminated subsidies on bus tick- 


ets, raising the fares by about 100 per 
cent. 

According to Levine Egged's in- 
come from fares has dropped off 
during the week by about 28 to 33 
per cent, while at nights, and espe- 
cially Saturday nights, the decline 
sometimes reaches 50 per cent. 

Levine said that so far they have 
hardly cut services, but they might 
have to do so in the near future if this 
trend continues. 

Outgoing chairman Shlomo Amar 
promised that he would fight to have 
subsidies restored to at least 100 per 
cent level on urban lines, and 25 to 
30 per cent on intenirban lines. He 
claims that these subsidies, both for 
Egged and Dan, will cost the govern- 
ment about $175 milli on per year. 


PM and ministers to discuss bolstering WZO

The programme for revitalizing 
the movement was dubbed the 
“Herzliya Process," following the 
meeting a few years ago of Israeli 
and Diaspora Zionists amd non- 
Zionists at a Herzliya hotel. 

Among the points proposed in the 
Herzliya Process are the establish- 
ment of an autonomous world move- 
ment of aliya “reaJizers" under the 
aegis of the WZO, and of ways of 
joining the Zionist movement direct- 


ly rather than through political orga- 
nizations. 

The process may also set forth a 
number of Zionist “command- 
ments" that members are required 
to observe, including the study of 
Hebrew and the sending of children 
to Israel for study.

Health Minishy 
denies shortage 
of milk-substitute

The Health Ministry yesterday de- 
nied a radio report that there is a 
shortage of Pregestimil, a milk- 
substitute formula for babies. 

Pregestimil, a bigh-protein, 
hypoallergenic formula, manufac- 
tured in the U.S. by Mead Johnson, 
is one of several milk-substitutes 
available at pharmacies throughout 
the country, a ministry spokesman 
said. 

The ministry is negotiating with 
the health' funds with the aim of 
getting them to share its subsidy of 
milk subsitutues, which today covers 
half the cost to the consumer. 

The ministry also owes 
Alphapharm, the importer of Pre- 
gestimil, some $100,000 for subsidy 
payments over the past few months. 
But these issues have not affected 
the normalsupply of Pregestimil, the 
spokesman said. 


Price gaugers get 
jail terms^heavy fines 

Tel Aviv Magistrate’s Court 
yesterday fined Michael Tubali, 
owner of a mini-market in Beershe- 
ba IS 200, 000 and sentenced him to 
two montits in prison for charging 
IS20 too much for a package of 
cookies. 

In a similar case, the Beersheba 
Magistrate's Court fined Avner 
Ozen. . owner of-u. grocery store, 
IS800.000 and a security bond in the 
amount of IS1.5 million for two 
years for overcharging IS90 on a loaf 
of bread. 

An Industry and Trade Ministry 
spokesman pointed out that the 60- 
day jail sentence is the stiff est yet 
handed down for price gouging and 
is evidence that the courts are taking 
those types of crimes seriously. 

The ministry expressed the hope 
that the harsher penalties for price 
gouge rs will deter other merchants 
and contribute to price stability.

Na’amat seeks 
to limit 

legalized bigamy

A proposal restricting the rabbi- 
nical courts* right to permit a man to 
marry a second wife was submitted 
yesterday by the secretary-general of 
Na'amat. Masha Lubelsky, to Jus- 
tice Minister Moshe Nissim. . 

A statement released by Na'amat 
noted that rabbinic law allows a man 
to take a second wife under certain 
circumstances, but does not grant 
the same right to a woman, which 
“violates the principles of justice and 
equality enshrined in Israel’s dec- 
laration of independence." 

The proposed amendment to the 
section of the c riminal code dealing 
with bigamy would permit a second 
spouse to either husband or wife 
only under these circumstances: 
where a spouse is not able to end a 
marriage due to mental illness or 
retardation or where a spouse has 
been missing for at least seven years 
and there are grounds for presuming 
that he or she is dead. 

In support of this proposal, 
Na'amat dted the case of a woman 
with epilepsy whose husband was 
allowed by. the Rabbinical High 
Court of Appeal in Jerusalem' in 
1978 to many another woman - 
despite medical testimony that she 
was able to function normally under 
medication. 

The rabbinical court also released 
her husband from all financial 
obligations to her, including support 
payments. Her appeal to the Sn£ 
reme Courtis to be heard soon. , 


IAT A chief in Israel 

The new head of the International 
Air Transport Association (IATA), 
Guenter Eser, arrived in Israel 
yesterday for a short visit, his first 
in the country. 

Eser, formerly a senior official in 
Lufthansa, assumed his new post 
several months ago.

Unifil interpreter jailed 
on drugs charge 

NAZERETH (Itim). - A 28-year- 
old Lebanese man who worked as an 
interpreter for Unifil was sentenced 
yesterday to three years in prison by 
the district court here for serving as 
middle man in an attempt to sell 
hashish to drug dealers in Israel. 

The man, Simon Diab, churned 
that he got mixed up in the deal 
because he needed the $20,000 he 
would make oh it topay medical bills* 
for his children. 

Diab was arrested last April at the 
home of a drug dealer in Rishon 
Lezion after be had given him a 
sample of the “goods’* in Haifa three 
days earlier. 

An observer from UN headquar- 
ters in New York came to Israel to 
follow the court proceedings.

Israel needed only 10 new veter- 
inarians each year; 15 at most, to 
replace those emigrating of going 
out ou pension, they said. 


“We have been receiving 20 to 25 
a year in the past five years, 42 in 
1984 alone ” Dr. Mayer said, noting 
that “in the past few years more than 
70 have emigrated from Israel, since 
they could not find any work. ” 

Only $258,000 had been approved 
by the Council for Higher Education 
to start the school, the speakers said. 
They ridiculed the idea that the 
school would obtain operating funds 
from foreign students “who would 
be g)ad to pay between $10,000 to 
$15,000 a year to come to Rehovot. 


At best, the Rehovot school 
would be third rate, “and what fore- 
ign student will want to come to a 
third rate school if he can be admit- 
ted to much better schools in the 
U.S. and Europe?" they asked. 

Both men deplored the fact that 
money was being spent on a new 
school - “for which there is definite- 
ly no need” - while the universities, 
including the Techmon, are con- 
sidering dismissing staff and dosing 
down or combining vital depart- 
ments to save money.

Murder suspect 
appeals decision 
to extradite him

William Nakash. the 23-year-old 
French Jew whom the French gov- 
ernment wants to extradite on 
charges of murder, appealed to the 
Supreme Court yesterday to over- 
turn an earlier lower court decision 
making him eligible for extradition, 
Nakash’s lawyer, Roland Roth, told 
The Jerusalem Post. 

Nakash is accused of murdering an 
Algerian in the French town of Be- 
sangon in February 1983. Shortly 
after the alleged crime, he came to 
Israel, married and became an 
Orthodox Jew. 

In March 1985, France requested 
his extradition. In September the 
Jerusalem Magistrate's Court ruled 
that be was subject to extradition but 
that Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
should make the final decision in the 
case. 

The appeal, Roth said, is based on 
two main points: that France has 
never extradited an anti-Semite to 
Israel and that the extradition treaty 
between the two countries contains a 
unique clause forbidding extradition 
on political, religious and racial 
grounds. He claims his client is co- 
vered by that clause. 


Extra school charges 
only in shekels 

Educational institutions have 
been reminded by the Education 
Ministry, that it . is against the law to 
quote dollar prices, fbr.seryices -for 
which they. demand payment from 
parents. 

Id a special circular ministry direc- 
tor general Eliezer Shmueli points 
out that payment may be collected 
only in four instances: for services 
whose cost the government is unable 
to bear (such as arts and crafts mate- 
rials); health and personal accident 
insurance; additional subjects of 
study at parents* request, and volun- 
tary contributions by parents (d'mei 
shichlul) for the improvement of 
teaching. (Itim) 


Dafna Carmon slaying trial 
opens in Haifa District Court 


HAIFA (Itim). - The trial of the 
alleged killers of Dafna Cannon, 22. 
who was slain in June 1982, during 
the opening days of the invasion of 
Lebanon, began in the District 
Court here yesterday. 

On trial are Ahmad Kuzli, 29, 
Atef Sabihi. 27. Muhammad Sabihi. 
28. and Kama! Sabihi, 24. all of Wadi 
al-Ain near Tirat Carmel. 

The four are also accused of 
murdering 15-year-old Danny Katz 
in December 1983 - a charge on 
which they have already been tried, 
with the verdict due next Monday. 

Dafna Carmon was murdered 
while on the way to the parents of 
her boyfriend, who was serving in 
Lebanon, to find out how he was. 


The prosecution charges that the 
four accused grabbed her, bundled 
her into a car and then murdered 
her. Her body was found in the 
Carmel Park. 

The dead girl’s parents were in 
court yesterday, inducing the pro- 
secution to ask the court to respect 
their feelings by not bringing for- 
ward the gory details of the murder. 

Part of yesterday’s proceedings 
were devoted to determining the 
acceptability as evidence of a filmed 
reconstruction of the murder, with 
the defence claiming that it had been 
made while the suspects were under 
duress. 

The judges ruled that a mini-trial 
would be held to settle this question. 

The trial will continue today. 


Protests as Solel Boneh plans lay offs

BEERSHEBA. - The chairman of 
the Beersheba Labour Council, 
Benzion Carmel, said here last night 
“we are going to. war" against the 
Solel Boueh construction company, 
to protest against the planned clo- 
sure of the Histadrut company’s 
metal works unit here. 

The closure of the metal works 
unit and the company's garage will 
mean firing over 80 workers, the 
labour council reported. The council 
fears that in the end, Solel Boneh 
may deride to close down all its 
operations in Beersheba and fire 570 
more workers. 

The head of the Construction 
Workers union branch in the north 
also plans to protest against Solel 


Boneh 's intention to fire wieral 
dozen veteran workers in kiryat 
Shmona office. Today only 2iK) peo- 
ple are employed in this office, com- 
pared to more than 2.000 a year ago. 

In the Western Galilee, the num- 
ber of job-seekers registered with 
the state Employment Service grew 
by 10 per cent* in September, to 
2.750. The increase is due to a slow- 
down in industry and construction in 
the area, which has hit Acre particu- 
larly hard. 

The Employment Service re- 
ported recently that in September, 
41.654 workers from the adminis- 
tered territories were employed in 
Israel through the service, a' slight 
drop from August. Of these, 1 1.661 
were employed in construction. 


‘After I killed my father, Satan left me’ 


HAIFA (Itim). - Moshe Gottlieb. 
27. on trial for stabbing his father to 
death last July, told Haifa District 
Court yesterday that “after I killed 
my father, Satan departed from my 
body.” 

The accused has been in and out of 
psychiatric institutions since 1973. 
where he was treated for schizophre- 
nia, and the court heard conflicting 
views as to his fitness to stand trial. 

Gottlieb, wearing a skull-cap, 
with earlocks and shaven head, and 
tzitzit, told the court that be posses- 
sed two souls, his own and that of the 
late Rabbi Yehuda Gabbai of Bnei 
Brak. 

He said that he had appealed to 
Gabbai to drive the Satan out of him, 
and that after Gabbai's death a rabbi 
in Bnei Brak interpreted something 
Gabbai had told Gottlieb as meaning 
that when Gabbai died he saw to it 


that his soul entered Gottlieb's 
body. 

Rabbi Gabbai's soul was still 
there, Gottlieb said. It was a healthy 
soul and had a good influence on his 
own. sick, soul. 

The prosecution submitted the 
opinions of two doctors at the Tirat 
Hacarmel psychiatric hospital that 
although Gottlieb required psychiat- 
ric treatment he could be held re- 
sponsible for his actions. 

The defence submitted the opin- 
ion of psychiatrist Avraham Krif to 
the effect that the accused could not 
distinguish between right and 
wrong, and should be institutional- 
ized. 

In view of this clash of opinions, 
the court derided to postpone con- 
tinuation of the trial in order to give 
the prosecution an opportunity to 
reconsider its position. 


Yeshiva students held for check forgery 


Seven yeshiva students have been 
arrested by Jerusalem police on 
suspicion of having drawn checks 
amounting to some ISIO million 
shekels from a fictitious account in 
the Mahane Yehuda branch of the 
First International bank. 

Five of them were released on 
bond after interrogation, but the 
chief suspect, Menahem Gafni, 23. 
of Bnei Brak, and a student from 
Haifa, had their detention extended 
for six days. 


Police believe that the suspects 
secured the identity number of one 
of their friends, Shlomo Asaraf of 
Jerusalem, and opened an account in 
his name, after which they forged his 
signature on checks which they used 
in clothing and jewelry shops , as well 
as in hotels and restaurants. 

Merchants and others who have 
accepted checks in account no. 409/ 
27960 in the name of Shlomo Asaraf 
should notify the Fraud Squad of the 
Jerusalem Police. (Itim)

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
The bodies of two men burned to 
death were discovered yesterday as 
thousands of people across South 
Africa took part in prayers for recon- 
ciliation in the strife-torn country, 

Police said the bodies, covered 
with burning tires, were found in two 
townships near Port Elizabeth in the 
Eastern Cape. 

A spokesman said police also used 
teargas and birdshot to disperse 
scone-throwing crowds in townships 
in the Transvaal, Natal and Cape 
provinces. 

Four policemen were injured by 
stone-throwing youths at Ikakeng 
township, south of Johannesburg, he 
said. 

Earlier, a bomb scare forced 
Nobel Peace Laureate Bishop De- 
smond Tutu to halt a prayer service 
after an anonymous telephone caller 
said explosives had been planted 
inside St- Mary's Anglican Cathed- 
ral in central Johannesburg. 


Police ordered Tutu and dozens of 
worshippers out of St. Mary’s Angli- 
can Cathedral after an anonymous 
caller said explosives had been 
planted inside. 

Dogs trained to sniff out explo- 
sives failed to find any bombs and 
the white-robed Tutu, who was the 
driving force behind the church call 
on people of aU races to pray for 
peace, returned to the cathedral. 

The day of reconciliation, attack- 
ed by the government for the poten- 
tial for violence it held, had been 
called after 20 months of relendess 
rioting over apartheid racial discri- 
mination claimed some 740 lives. ■ 

Tutu, addressing a multi-racial 
crowd with bowed beads after mov- 
ing tile service to a nearby chapel 
while police were searching the 
cathedral, said: “God, we come be- 
fore you as children in a divided 
family, a divided land. God, help us 
before we destroy one another." 


Meanwhile, in Kenya the main 
South African guerrilla group, the 
African National Congress, is urging 
household servants to steal guns 
from tbeir employers and says 
whites* homes and resorts should be 
attacked “because the time has come 
for all of us to mourn." 

The ANC, which has ant several 
of its leaders to Addis Ababa. 
Ethiopia, for a conference this 
weekend on the South African con- 
flict. called for intensified fighting 
against white-minority rule in a 
broadcast on state-run Addis Ababa 
radio. 

It called for a clandestine cam- 
paign to obtain “weapons of war" 
from whites. 

“In this regard, we call on our 
compatriots who are working as 
domestic servants to take a leading 
role.

Tories affirm 
nuclear role 
for Britain 

BLACKPOOL (AP). - Britain has 
an overwhelming need to maintain 
and bolster its nuclear weapons. De- 
fence Secretary Michael Heseltine 
declared yesterday. 

The conference overwhelmingly 
reaffirmed Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's controversial decision to 
update Britain's Polaris submarine- 
based nuclear missiles with the more 
potent but costly U.S. Trident sys- 
tem in the 1990s. 

The defence debate, on the 
second day of tbs convention, fol- 
lowed Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev's announcement in Paris last 
week that Moscow wants direct arms 
talks with France and Britain. 

“As long as we have now Polaris - 
soon Trident - there is no way in 
which the Soviet Union could 
threaten our vital national interests 
without running the risk of unaccept- 
able damage to Russia herself," 
Heseltine declared. 

Heseltine backed the U.S. argu- 
ment that the U.S. should not be 
expected to stop research.

To make way for Communist Party HQ 

Bucharest razes churches, synagogues 


More than 10 churches, including 
some of historical and architectural 
importance, at least three synago- 
gues and many other buildings have 
been bulldozed or dynamited in the 
centre of Bucharest to make way for 
new buildings to house offices of the 
Co mmunis t Party and the Rumanian 
government, a project ordered by 
President Nicolae Ceausescu, 
according to Henry Kamm of the 
New York Times Service . 

Leading up to the buildings, there 
is to be a Boulevard of the Victory of 
Socialism, about 90 metres wide and 
about ■ 1.6 kilometres long. Huge 
public buildings will line the thor- 
oughfare. Monuments, fountains 
and trees will adorn it. 

“The idea of constructing a centre 
for the capital, of course, belongs to 
Comrade Ceausescu,” said Petre 
Vratiu, a chief architect at the dty 
Planning Office. “The architecture 
will show the imprint of our period. 
It is an original attempt to represent 
its -spirit in an architecture that is 
new, but also recalls the ancient 
tradition of Rumania.” 

Vradu said he had no information 
on the identity or number of historic- 
al buildings that were being de- 
molished. The Rumanian press has 
reported on the .project without 
mentioning the losses it entails. 
Much of the demolition takes place 


behind newly erected fences and at 
night. 

A reporter who was photo- 
graphing a synagogue soon to be 
destroyed was threatened with arrest 
by guards, told it was forbidden to 
photograph the building and was 
driven from the area. 

Resident Westerners said that 
since last year, when the scope of the 
destruction became evident, many 
Rumanians had voiced to them their 
indignation on religious and aesthe- 
tic grounds. There have also been 
complaints of evictions on a day’s 
notice of people whose houses were 
condemned. 

The decision to demolish the 
buildings was announced after work 
was under way. It was done without 
public discussion or explanation. 
The full scope of the project is not 
known, and many say they fear much 
more destruction is to come. They 
say important architectural monu- 
ments far from the centre are also 
beingdestroyed. 

Churches destroyed in the centre 
include the Alba Postuvanu, where 
the national hero Michael the Brave 
was crowned prince of Walachia in 
1594; the Old and New Spirea Chur- 
ches, the Izvorul Tamaduirii 
Church, known for a miraculous 
spring, and the 18th-century Doimi- 
tion Church. 


Particular regret was occasioned 
by the destruction of the Brancovan 
Hospital, a 19th-century neo- 
classical building on a central 
square, Pi&ta Unirii. Vrariu said it 
was “of no architectural value.” 

Reports of destructive remodell- 
ing of old city centres have also been 
received from the provinces. Some 
villages were reported to have been 
notified they would be razed to cre- 
ate more arable land. 

The projects, which contrast with 
a general policy of stark austerity in 
meeting citizens' basic needs, are 
ascribed by Rumanians and diplo- 
mats to Ceausescu’ s striving to place 
his personal stamp on all Rumania, 
in what is being officially called the 
Ceausescu Epoch. Choirs, broadcas- 
ters and writers maintain an almost 
continuous chorus in praise of the 
president. 

A great variety of his books, bear- 
ing such titles as Militant Solidarity 
with All Democratic and Progessive 
Forces for a Better and Juster World 
fill store shelves otherwise poorly 
supplied because of a paper shor- 
tage. Texts of his speeches published 
in the press are interspersed with 
such glosses as “Strong applause and 
shouts of enthusiasm; in long-lasting 
chorus shouts of ‘Ceausescu and the 
neoole!’” 


Nato meets next week 
in advance of summit 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). - Nato fore- 
ign ministers will meet here next 
Tuesday for special consultations 
ahead of next month's Reagan- 
Gorbacbev summit in Geneva, offi- 
cials said yesterday. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz will attend the meeting to 
brief the Western allies on the U.S. 
response to arms-cut proposals by 
Soviet leaders Mikhail Gorbachev 
outlined during a visit to Paris last 
week, they added. 


Protest fleet against nuclear tests grows 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(Reuter). - Tie Greenpeace flotilla 
protesting against French nuclear 
testing in the South Pacific gained 
another vessel yesterday amid 
rumours that a new blast was immi- 
nent at the Polynesian test site. 

The New Zealand yacht Breeze 
joined the ocean-going tug Green- 
peace and the yacht Vega at a pre- 
arranged rendezvous near the 
Mururoa Atoll test site. 

The pfotest coordinator said the 


three drips would move to the edge 
of the 12-mile exclusion zone im- 
posed by France around Mururoa 
and Fangatufa atolls. . 

But he said they would not enter 
the zone and risk seizure by the 
•French naval patrols, which are con- 
stantly shadowing the protest fleet. 

A new series of nuclear tests in 
underground shafts drilled deep into 
the volcanic substructure of the low- 
lying atolls is expected to start any 
day. 


Kremlin gives order to make more videos 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - The Kremlin 
yesterday launched an ambitious 
programme to give a major boost to 
die quality and quantity of goods and 
services offered to the Soviet 
population by the year 2000. 

The plan printed across the first 
three pages of the Communist Party 
daily, Pravda , reflected the priority 
Kremlin chief Milchaii Gorbachev 
attaches to satisfying consumer 
needs and improving living , stan- 
dards. 

Since taking office in March Gor- 
bachev has caiied for urgent action 
by the state-run consumer sector 
which is afflicted by chronic shor- 
tages and a thriving black market 

But the programme, laying down 
targets for everything from thick 
woollen socks to fairground slot 


machines, gave no indication that 
the Gorbachev leadership planned 
to allow private enterprise to help 
meet demand. 

The programme, approved by the . 
Politburo tast month, instructs 
ministries, planning organizations, 
and enterprises to boost production 
of manufactured goods by 30 per 
cent in the next five years and by 
80-90 per cent by the year 2,000. 

The volume of services to the 
population, covering everything 
from restaurants to car repairs, must 
rise by 130 per cent by 2,000. 

The programme listed almost ev- 
ery item or category of product pro- 
vided to the population from knitted 
sweaters through household ap- 
pliances to cars, quartz watches, and 
video-recorders. Home computers 


were not mentioned. 

For example, ministries were told 
to raise output of video recorders, 
which have only just gone inro pro- 
duction, to 60,000 a year in 1990 and 
120,000 a year by the end of the 
century. 

The car industry was told to im- 
prove the quality and design of vehi- 
cles, but no figures were given. At 
present the 270-inilIion population 
owns some 10 million private vehi- 
cles. 

Industry managers were also in- 
structed to solve die country's chro- 
nic shortage of car spare parts by the 
end of the century. At present, pri- 
vate vehicles often leave the road for 
months or years due to the lack of 
spares.

BEIRUT (Reuter). - Two British 
women abducted in West Beirut 
reappeared Tuesday night just as 
they vanished 13 days ago - amid 
screeching tires and carloads of guri- 
men. 

Amanda Magrath, 28, from Ports* 
mouth, and Hazel Moss, 45, from 
Manchester, were deposited by gun- 
men at the entrance of a hotel fre- 
quented by Western journalists. 

Moss appeared distraught and 
weepingly declined to tell reporters 
where they had been or who had 
taken them. 

Magrath also declined to give de- 
tails, but she was unruffled. ‘Tm 
fine. There’s nothing wrong with 
me,” she said. 

Bundled into a car by three gun- 
men near their apartment on 
September 26, the two women last 
night jumped out ot a two-car con- 
voy that hurriedly deposited them at 
the hotel entrance. 

“I don’t want to talk to anybody,” 
Moss sobbed in a hotel room as 
friends consoled her. U I never be-. 
Ueved they would release us. 

Unlike most politically-motivated 
abductions in Beirut's kidnap-prone 
Western sector, no radical Moslem 
group claimed responsibility for the 
women’s disappearance.

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A DIVISION of the National Insur- 
ance Institute, the Authority for the 
Aged and Pensioners, has published 
a number of attractive booklets on 
the subjects of proper diet, home 
accident prevention ■ and ex- 
ercises. But one of the most in- 
formative concerns the delicate sub- 
ject of entering an old-aged home. 
The booklet was prepared by 
Miriam Bar-Giora, national super- 
visor of old aged homes for the 
Social Welfare Ministry. 

Although the booklet claims not 
to deal with the personal conflict that 
each prospective candidate experi- 
ences, it does affirm the difficulty 
and finality which complicates the 
process of deciding to give up inde- 
pendent living. 

“The decision is terribly crucial, 
perhaps the most crucial decision 
you've ever made.” writes the au- 
thor, citing the following reasons: 

• Moving to an old-aged home is a 
total change, made at a stage of life 
not particularly suited to adjust- 
ments. 

• It is often dictated by outside 
circumstances, that is, the death of a 
loved one or the ‘deterioration of 
functional abilities. 

• In most cases it means burning 
one's bridges, as the high entrance 
fee often requires selling one’s 
home. 

Regarding the change, the book- 
let stresses the restrictions necessi- 
tated by. group living: The need to 
follow rules, sharing small living 
quarters with another old person, 
and often a weakening of close ties 
with family and friends by the move, 
because the home is in another area. 

There are generally three categor- 
ies of reasons which make an elderly 
person consider entering an institu-' 
tion. A major factor is poor health 
and deteriorating functional abilities 
which causes many to fear a further 
decline in capabilities and greater 
dependency. In such cases. Bar- 


Giora suggest that the elderly candi- 
date consider homes where personal 
care is given only when needed. 

Another category, loosely called 
social conditions, may result from 
retirement, the death of a spouse or 
close relative and loneliness. The 
need to find a home where the 
language, background and customs 
suit the candidate is a primary con- 
cern in these instances. For example, 
a retired doctor living alone was one 
of the first to register for the new 
Maori Rofeh several years ago in 
Motza, hoping to find comradeship 
and sheltered living quarters in his 
advancing years. However, he neg- 
lected to check if the home would be . 
Orthodox, in line with his lifestyle. 
Today he is miserable, as Shabbat is 
not observed by the majority of 
residents and there are no organized 
daily prayers or Torn studies. 

Some people choose an old-aged 
home because of difficult living con- 
ditions: their apartment may be on 
an upper floor in a building with no 
elevator, or it may be cold, damp, 
too big to care for or in an unsuitable 
neighbourhood. 

The booklet cautions that not all 
old-aged homes have elevators, 
many require shared living quarters 
and few opportunities to bring furni- 
ture and personal mementoes from 
home. ■ 

“Sometimes it is easier to solve the 
objective housing problems men- 
tioned above and remain in your 
own home,” states the text. If the 
services in the community could 
meet the needs of the elderly candi- 
date, it may not be necessjary to enter 
a home. 

A final warning is given about 
timing the decision to enter a home. 
It is never wise to make a hasty 
decision, under traumatic circumst- 
ances, as when one is newly widowed 
or hospitalized. Often under stress 
the conclusion reached may prove to 
be wrong or premature. Also no one

can make the decision for the person 
involved, not the children, spouse 
nor social worker, no matter bow 
well-meaning their intentions are. 

The booklet lists what to look for 
in choosing a home, what exactly is 
included in the price, physical condi- 
tions, such as distance from the din- 
ing room and the existence of private 
bathrooms, cultural activities and if 
the facility has a licence. 

The booklet contains a short de- 
scription of the types of homes avail- 
able in Israel and what to expect 
from them. There are more than 90 
recognized institutions for the inde- 
pendent and frail elderly licensed to 
operate by the Social Welfare* Minis- 
try. Homes for incapacitated and 
bed-bound elderly are under the 
auspices of the Health Ministry. The 
institutions vary in the following 
ways: 

1. Publicly or privately owned. 

The private homes are profit- 
making businesses. The public 
homes are operated by organiza- 
tions, municipalities, landsmanshaft 
groups, professions and unions. 

2. Populations accepted. 

These may be based on place of 
residence, land of origin and lan- 
guages, religious affiliation or pro- 
fession. 

3-Pfaysical form. 

Spread-out individual cottages, 
rooms in a large and central build- 


ing, converted hotel or pension, and 
location in regular apartment houses 
are some of the variations available. 

4. Services provided. 

In addition to the basic provision 
of food, laundry and living arrange- 
ments, some charge extra for per- 
sonal care or cleaning. Recreational 
activities may or may not be avail- 
able. Families may be expected to 
take their relatives home for holi- 
days. 

5. Payment plans. 

Some homes require an entrance 
fee. Others charge only a monthly 
fee formainrence. Fees are generally 
linked to the dollar. If the home is a 
public one. rate of payment is deter- 
mined by eligibility (the individual’s 
and the family’s). Generally 80 per 
cent of National Insurance Institute 
payment and other income is re- 
quested. 

Actual choosing of a home should 
only be made after visiting several 
possible choices and spending time 
at each one. The author of the book- 
let even advises dropping in at diffe- 
rent hours of the day. to talk to the 
staff and residents and to see the 
daily , programme in progress. 
Moreover, the candidate should 
carefully check the contract and con- 
ditions of payment. 

The process of entering a home 
should be done with tact and under- 
standing. Bar-Giora recommends 


taking some personal effects and 
even furniture from home if possi- 
ble. 

“The candidate should be accom- 
panied by family members when 
entering the old-aged home.” the 
booklet stares, and relatives should 
visit often during the initial absorp- 
tion stage. It is also recommended 
that ties with family, friends and 
neighbours should be kept strong. 

One aspect of the overall subject 
not generally considered is discus- 
sed - reasons for leaving an old- 
aged home. These include unsuita- 
bility, as determined by the adminis- 
tration; dissatisfaction, as deter- 
mined by the person himself; inabil- 
ity to function in an independent 
setting, and hospitalization (or 
death). 

The booklet concludes with a list- 
ing of the district social welfare 
offices where specific information is 
available along with copies of the law 
governing old-aged homes. 

Readable and informa- 
tive. the booklet is not too long or 
complicated, nor patronizing or 
cute. The layout is attractive with 
illustrations and chapter headings 
for easy referals. It is a valuable aid 
which can help the elderly and their 
families understand the complicated 
issue of choosing and entering an 
old-aged home. 



“I’LL JUST do another minute on 
your kishkes says Ricki Saguy, 
massaging furiously away at what 
looks suspiciously like the patient's 
big toe. 

At Ricki’s Reflexology Institute in 
Ra’anana, people come with a varie- 
ty of complaints ranging from simple 
indigestion to complicated diabetes, 
but the treatment is always the same - 
massage of the feet, covering what 
are called reflex zones. 

Reflexologists believe that press- 
ure on different parts of the foot will 
bring relief to a corresponding part 
of the body. So when Ricky rubs 
somebody's second toe, she’s actual- 
ly working on the ears. 

Reflexology was dreamed up by 
Dr. William Fitzgerald, an Amer- 
ican physician, in 1912. According to . 
his theory, the .body is divided into 
10 equal vertical zones which are 
further divided by three horizontal 
lines, producing a grid-like pattern 
in which the energy alliance between 


the head, trunk and appendages be- 
comes evident. 

Like other alternative medicines, 
reflexology is not recognized by the 
Ministry of Health. When asked for 
his reaction to this somewhat uncon- 
ventional form of healing, one doc- 
tor’s reply was unprintable. 
Another, less sceptical, surgeon said 
there was no logical reason for it to 
work, any more than there is for 
acupuncture, but “if I were very ill 
and doctors had given up on me, I’d 
be prepared to try it. It’s the Bog- 
nor Regis treatment - the. last re- 
sort." 

Ricki and husband Zvi Saguy who 
jointly run the institute are some- 
what on the defensive about refle- 
xology. Says Ricki, “In conventional 
medicine- too, doctors deal with re- 
flex zones. For instance, if someone 
has a pain in the left arm they look 
for a heart problem. If someone 
complains of pains in the right shoul- 
der, doctors look for a problem in

cases of patients who were due to 
undergo an amputation but reflexol- 
ogy saved the limb. 

I asked Dr. Ya'akov Levine, who 
gives a thorough physical examina- 
tion to every patient before treat- 
ment and advises those who need 
conventional medicine how this was 
possible. 

"Reflexology can be of great help 
in peripheral vascular disease caused 
by blockage of the blood vessels. 
Some arteries can be treated surgi- 
cally. but if the vessel is too small, 
less than one milimetre in diameter, 
no surgical procedure, not even 
micro-surgery, is technically possi- 
ble. We can help by opening up the 
blocked vessels, ensuring that the

the liver. We only treat reflexes of 
the soles of the feet. When I see an 
area and I feel a small grain under 
the skin, I can tell straight away that 
person has problems with the duode- 
num." 

Dina, a 31 -year-old mother of 
two, came to die institute because of 
general fatigue and stomach pains. 
“I went to Kupat Holim and they 
gave me some pills but it didn’t really 
help. Then I beard about Ricki from 
a friend and decided to try it. I’ve 
been coming twice a week for six 
months now. After the treatment I 
feel marvellous all day." 

Other patients claim that reflexol- 


blood supply continues and thus sav- 
ing the limb.” 

A vascular surgeon, asked to ex- 
plain this, said. “What probably 
happens is that some kind of stimula- 
tion occurs which slows down the 
effect of the sympathetic nervous 
system whose job. normally, is to 
constrict small blood vessels. If you 
somehow cancel this out by reflexol- 
ogy, then theoretically the small 
blood vessels could open up." 

Dr. Levine acknowledges also 
that reflexology works weil on the 
psychosomatic element of many 
illnesses. “This treatment has a re- 
laxing effect on the patient, so it's 
helpful in illnesses like peptic ulcer 
and hypertension.” 

.Following the interviews. Ricki 
''sat me in a chair and began massag- 
ing my extremities. Within seconds 
she’d diagnosed what was wrong 
with me, including the precise two 
teeth that were in need of filling.

Signs of reconciliation 


“OUR volunteers come because 
they feel responsibility for the hisr 
tory of our country and a responsibil- 
ity for the future of our country. We 
want to push for the development of 
reconciliation and peace.” says 20- 
year-old Christianna Dahm of Col- 
ogne, a volunteer for Action for 
Reconciliation and Peace Services, ^ 
group of young Germans whose goal 
is to encourage reconciliation be- 
tween Germany and countries that 
suffered under the Nazis. 

The group, called Irgun Kapara , 
(Atonement Organization) in Israel, 
has 160 volunteers in nine countries. 
Nearly a quarter of the volunteers 
work in Israel. The idea for the 
original organization came out of a 
discussion by German Prorestant 
clergymen led by Lothar Kreissig in 
the late Fifties, who “were looking 
for a way to overcome the problems 
of relations between Germans and 
other nations as a result of the war 
and the Holocaust," says Dahm. 


Dahm, who coordinates the 
group’s seminars and deals with 
administrative matters, says she de- 
cided to come to Israel because it 
was the “most interesting and impor- 
tant country. The influence of his- 
tory is mostly felt here, far more than 
in Western Europe." 

Most of the volunteers worked as 
construction workers on public 
buildings or on kibbutzim on Ac- 
tion’s first Israeli projects in the 
early Sixties. Today their work is 
geared more to the social services, in 
line with their desire to somehow 
make up for the Nazi period. 

Irgun Kapara concentrates on 
working with the elderly - particu- 
larly German- and Yiddish-speaking 
persons who were the direct .victims 
of Nazism - as well as with handicap- 
ped children. Volunteer jobs include 
teaching extra-curricular subjects, 
tutoring, work in homes for the aged 
and home visits to the elderly. 

“We work with groups that under

the Nazi period were to be eradi- 
cated,’* says Bernhard Rohrbacher, 
20, from Bonn. Rqhrbacher’s stint 
here with the organization will fulfil 
his national service requirement as 
an alternative to the army. He di- 
vides his time between working in 
the Yad Vasbero archives and bang 
handyman at Irgun Kapara ’s centre 
for seminars at Beit Paix in Jeru- 
salem's Talpiot neighbourhood. Beit 
Paix serves both the organization's 
volunteers and other German 
groups that come to learn about 
Israel. 

Action for Reconciliation is an 
18-month programme, although a 


West German law just passed and 
lengthening army service will mean 
new male volunteers will in future 
participate for two years. The prog- 
ramme begins with a one-month 
seminar in West Germany, which 
includes visits to concentration 
camps, work in the camp museums 
and discussions with former inmates. 

The volunteers then go to the 
country of their choice. The Israeli 
contingent spends the first three 
months in a kibbutz ulpan before 
being sent to work in institutions 
around the country. In most cases, 
the institution provides room and 
board, and sometimes, pocket 
money. If it can’t afford that and 
Action officials think it's important 
enough, the organization foots the 
bill, but resources are limited. 


Two-thirds of the organization’s 
national budget comes from private 
donations. “A few years ago it was 
more fashionable to give money to 
peace groups,” says Rohrbacher, 
“but now. it’s not as popular.” In 
addition, costs have risen, and this 
year the organization has stopped 
sending volunteers to the U.S. be- 
cause of budgetary constraints. 

The remainder of Action's budget 
comes from Protestant churches. 
Although founded by a Protestant 
clergyman and supported financially 
by churches, the group is not in any 
way religious, say the volunteers, 
who need not be religious or Protes- 
tant. 

Athough Action is not affiliated 
with any political party, it is best 
known in Germany as a peace group 
which protested against the deploy- 
ment of Pershing U missiles. Action 
also fights against the re-emergence 
of Nazism. In Israel it avoids taking 
an offical stand on local issues and 


volunteers do not work in the West 
Bank. “We're not here to solve the 
problems between Jews and Arabs." 
says Rohrbacher. 

The volunteers say they rarely 
encounter anti-German feeling 
here, although they say earlier 
groups had more problems, and 
some kibbutzim still refuse to take 
German volunteers. On the other 
hand, many of the elderly with 
whom they work feel more comfort- 
able speaking German than Hebrew 
and still feel an attachment to Ger- 
man culture. 

“It’s the second generation that is 
more of a problem," says 28-year- 
old Einat Weiss, the Beit Paix house- 
mother. who explains that the 
Israeli-born children of refugees or 
Holocaust survivors see only the 
negative side of Germany while the 
parents remember “another" Ger- 
many. 

Ironically. Israel’s economic 
crunch has made h harder for the 


Germans to find suitable volunteer 
work. The volunteers do not want to 
be put in a position of taking work 
away from Israelis and have refused 
placement in institutions that 
wanted to use the Germans and thus 
to fire Israeli staff members. Also, 
with budgets cut to the bone, a 
volunteer may be willing to work- to 
teach arts and crafts, for instance, 
and then find there is no money 
available for materials. 

Besides its contact with kibbutz 
families, the group organizes Shab- 
bat hospitality with city families so 
that volunteers can meet more 
Israelis. 

“You get to know a country and 
the people get to know you and 
maybe after that they'll think a little 
differently,”, says Rohrbacher. 
That's the sign of reconciliation, 
adds Dahm. “It’s small steps and 
hard work."

Businesses now in trouble 


may lay off 15,000 employees

TEL AVIV. - A total of 1,178 
business companies are “in serious 
difficulties." These companies em- 
ploy about 40,000 persons and there 
is a strong possibility that to extricate 
themselves from their financial 
problems tbey will be forced to Ore 
15,000, according to Yaoai Eyal, 
bead of the business information 
division of Dun & Bradstreet. 

Eyal notes two conflicting trends 
in the past few months. On the one 
band, the rate of new companies in 
difficulties is slowing- down. While 
their rate of increase was 60% in 
June, dropping to 23% in July, it fell 


to 11% in August and 10% in 
September. 

On the other hand, once a com- 
pany gets on the list, it apparently 
finds great difficulties in putting its 
house in order and getting off the 
list- Moreover, many of those on the 
list are sinking deeper and deeper 
into financial problems. 


The largest percentage of firms on 
the list, some 20% , are in the field of 
trade and services: they are followed 
by construction, 16%; transporta- 
tion and tourism, 33%: metal goods, 
11%; electricity and electronics, 
7%; textiles, 6%; computers, 4%: 
and food and pharmaceuticals. 3%.

It distributes 
all the French press in Israel, a large 
part of the British press, and recently 
started with several German maga- 
zines, including Neue Mode (the 
sales of which have tripled in the 
year of its distribution by Steiraatz- 
ky). Aktuelle and others. 

The company’s inventory and the 
ordering departments are compute- 
rized, a by-product of which is a 
catalogue of books in stock, includ- 
ing a listing of the more than 30,000 
titles available at Steimatzfcy’s. ft 
may not be complete, but it is up- 
dated daily and is tbe most important 
tool for booksellers and librarians 
looking for books in Israel.

Import Fair, "Partners for Prog- 
ress.” which took place in Berlin, 
September 25-29. Two other firms 
conducted direct sales in the test 
sales hall. 

The emphasis was on high-quality 
decorative items for the home. Items 
on display included wallhangings, 
silver jewelry, glassware, ceramic 
pictures, paintings and lithographs, 
and other ceramic and handicraft 
products. 

The many buyers representing de- 
partment stores, mail order com- 
panies and other retail outlets were 
able to discuss products and prices 
with Israeli representatives. 

The fair took place for the 23rd 
time at the Berlin Exhibition . 
Grounds. It was again organized by 
AMK Berlin Company for Exhi bi- 
tons, Fairs and Congresses. A total 
of 743 (1984: 789) exhibitors and 457 
(1984: 569) additionally represented 
finns from 60 (1984: 57) countries 
displayed their goods. 

The fair presented a stable pic- 
ture. The decline in the rate of the 
dollar and the general improvement 


in the consumer field have yet to 
make any major impact on orders 
being placed by the European im- 
port trade. One obstacle to an up- 
swing in trade seemed to be the 
continuing high level of stocks held 
by the trade. 

The special quotas totalling 
DM258 million that were granted for 
this fair were predominantly used 
up. The recent special arrangement 
of additonal tariff preferences has 
yet to be fuly utilized- Bv granting 
this arrangement, the European 
Community was also confirming the 
leading international position of the 
Overseas Import Fair as a central 
display arena of the capabilities and 
products of the Third World. At the 
same time such an arrangement 
offers added inducements for the 
European import trade. 

A total of 26,300 visitors were 
recorded at the fair, of whom 11% 
were trade visitors. 

A poll conducted by AMK Berlin 
Company for Exhibitions, Fairs and 
Congresses at the end of the fair 
revealed that one in three exhibitors 
(34%) had been able to sign con- 
tracts during the fair itself. On the

Parking problems don’t 
deter capital’s drivers 

Ninety per cent of Jerusalem car 
owners prefer driving downtown to 
taking a bus, despite an average of 
nine minutes spent searching for a 
parking space. 

This finding is pan of a study of 
parking habits in Jerusalem's centre 
carried out for the Jerusalem Insti- 
tute for Israel Studies by Han Salo- 
mon. 

The report notes findings in many 
countries that improved bus service 
is not an encouragement for drivers 
to leave their cars at home but that 
disincentives to car usage - such as ] 
unavailability of parking space - 
could be. 


Hapoalim has chosen a broad 
approach, offering its customers 
either improved terms or reduced 
costs in each of the numerous op- 
tions open to them. In savings 
schemes, the bank has boosted tbe 
rate of return on its dollar-linked 
sherue to 9% from the usual 7.5%.

. yield of 8.5% . the Dan scheme offers 
greater liquidity than regular savings 
schemes, since holders muv redeem 
their bonds every six months after 
the first year. It also has the option of 
linkage to the index, if this proves to 
be more profitable than linkage to 
the dollar. 

Hapoalim. as noted, has trumped 
tlie 8.5% yield offered by Dan. and 
also intends to link deposits in its 
' dollar-linked savings scheme to the 
rate of October 23, rather than the 
October 25 rate fixed for the Dan 
scheme. 

Pensioners who choose to deposit 
their money in a short-term pukam 
account, will receive preferential in- 
terest rates, although the exact 
amount has yet to be fixed. 

If they choose to buy bonds or 
bank. shares on the stock exchange, 
they will benefit from reduced com- 


missions on their purchases. If they 
invest in mutual rands managed by 
the Hapoalim group, they will pay a 
lower-than-usual purchase charge 
for their units.

Bank of Israel acted energetically to 
soak up some of this money by 
raising liquidity requirements. 

Recently, however, the 'situation 
has undergone a sharp change, 
apparently for a number of uncon- 
nected reasons. The banks have 
been suffering from a progressively 
worsening deficit, caused by early 
redemptions of savings schemes for 
which they hold “cover" in the form 
of long-term government bonds. 
When the depositor withdraws his 
money at the end of the scheme's life 
- or earlier, if he so chooses - the 
bank is left with a government debt 
that remains a good asset, but is 
illiquid. 

Even if the saver redeposits his 
maturing scheme on a new one, 60% 
of the new deposit must be placed 
with the accountant-general at the 
Treasury, while the bank is still left 
with the untradeable government 
bond- that it purchased originally as 
cover for the first deposit. 

In addition, there has been a signi- 
ficant reduction in the size of the 
monetary injection made by the gov- 
ernment at the beginning of this 
month. Nor are shekels being 
pumped into the system from con- 
versions of dollars any longer - in 
fact the contrary is triie. 

This is because the Bank of Israel 
is gradually cutting the volume of 
dollar-linked loans it allows the com- 
mercial banks to grant. Each such 
reduction forces borrowers to draw 
shekel Joans to replace the dollar 
loans that they have been made to 
repay. These drawings result in a 
smaller “pool" of free shekels in the 


banking system. 

For all these reasons, the supply of 
shekels available to the banks has 
been falling, and the recent round of 
increases in interest rates paid on 
shekel deposits such as lupus and 
pakam have not significantly helped 
to reverse the trend. 

On the other hand, demand for 
loans has not fallen anywhere near as 
much as the Bank of Israel had 
planned when the economic prog- 
ramme was introduced. In the shekel 
loan sector, demand may even have 
increased in real terms. 

What is worrying the bankers 
most of all is that the liquidity deficit 
has appeared at the beginning of the 
month, when the liquidity situation 
is usually. least problematic. They 
fear that in the next two weeks, as 
the monthly payments to National 
Insurance, VAT and other taxes, as 
well as the gradual spending of salar- 
ies received at the beginning of the 
month, all serve to reduce shekel 
! deposits in the system, the size of the 
deficit will swell further. 

They also see no way out of their 
predicament in the near-term, unless 
tbe Bank of Israel acts to release 
funds by loosening the liquidity 
■ratios that it tightened two to three 
'months ago. F ailin g thaf. they wiU 
have to continue paying higher and 
higher interest raids to attract new 
deposits. This, in turn, will force 
them to raise interest rates to bor- 
rowers at the very time when indus- 
try and commerce are screaming that 
the cost of money is far too high and 
is likely to undermine the financial 
stability of many businesses.

The Treasury wants 
the rates to be lower

Interest rates in the economy will 
have to be sharply cut in the very 
near ftirure to prevent a major dis- 
location in the business sector, reli- 
able sources yesterday told The Jeru- 
salem Post. 

The sources added that next week 
urgent consultations about interest 
policy will be held with Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda-'i. who is due 
to return from the Far East on Fri- 
day. The officials stressed that they 
will tell the minister that the Bank of 
Israel policy of high interest rates has 
failed, and that the targeted reduc- 
tion in credit which it was meant to 
bring about, has not resulted. 

According to one senior Treasury 
official, the high interest rates which 
the central bank has encouraged 
have only succeeded in strangling 
the business sector, especially small 
firms. But despite this, the use of 
credit nor only did not go down, but 
has greatly increased during recent 
weeks. 

Reliable financial sources told The 
Post that during the first day's of the 
month credit was expanded by some 
IS220 billion, including interest 
charges worth IS70b. “Firms are 


Peru tries to tackle 
183%inflation 

LIMA (Reuter). - Peru’s two- 
month-old government has 
announced widespread import bans 
as part of a new economic package 
aimed at conserving foreign reserves 
and tackling inflation which is raging 
at 183%. 

President .Alan Garcia outlined 
some of the new economic measures 
in a television address this week. The 
rest were announced in an economy 
ministry communique and in decrees 
issued by the president's office. 

Under thte package so-called non- 
essential imports including textiles, 
garments, shoes, domestic ap- 
pliances, paints and cigarettes willbg 
banned so that net foreign reserves 
of about $1 billion can be used to 
import essential goods. 

Garda said a price freeze intro- 
duced on August 1 would be wide- 
ned to cover all state-produced 
goods and services, including petrol 
sales until the end of the year. 

The economy ministry said it 
would lift an-8%~salo$ tax on -14 
widely-purchased goods. 

Banking, finance, insurance and 
big mining companies were also 
ordered to buy treasury bonds equal 
to 40% of their 1984 profits. 


Now — stone watches 

ZURICH (Reuter). - The Swiss 
watchmaker Tissot is launching onto 
the U.S. market the first watch made 
of stone. 

Named the “Rockwatch" and in- 
itially retailing at $195, it will be 
available in a number of different 
stones, including granite and serpen- 
tine, a company spokesman said. A 
regular watch movement is set into 
the stone and the whole thing is 
rounded off with a leather strap. 

“It allows us to have an elegant 
watch with a unique look,” a com- 
pany spokesman said. “Because of 
the nature of the material there can 
never be rwo identical watches. ” 
Trials in Boston and Chicago over 
the last few weeks have met with an 
enthusiastic response, he added.

The sources indicated that they 
expect stiff opposition from Bank of 
Israel Governor Moshe Mandel- 
baom to such a policy, since he has 
been the main supporter of the poli- 
cy of high interest. 

' Due to this attitude, the bank has 
until now opposed any large drop in 
interest rates, leaving the overall 
price of free credit at some 10% 
during the first week of October. 
This figure includes bank commis- 
sions. 

Now. the officials say, the gov- 
ernor will have to agree to a very 
large and rapid cut in rates, since 
more and more firms are getting 
nearer the danger line, due to the 
high financial costs they are 
shouldering. Meanwhile, the eco- 
nomy is not benefiting in any way 
from these high rates.

TEL AVIV. - After a brief flirt with 
stability on Sunday, the share mar- 
ket renewed its downtrend yester- 
day. with prices falling in almost 
every sector of the “free” market. 
Volume in shares continued to 
shrink and totalled less than IS3.5 
billion, split fairly evenly between 
the “arrangement” and the “free” 
market. 

While real estate and industrial 
shares -were leading the “free” mar- 
ket lower, however, the bank shares 
covered by the “arrangement” rose 
modestly, offsetting the fall in the 
non-bank index and leaving the 
General Share Index almost un- 
changed. The advance/decline ratio, 
which showed a heavy preponder- 
ance of losers over gainers, was a 
more accurate reflection of the state 
of the share market. 

Interestingly, the “arrangement" 
dollar-linked bank shares were out 
of line with bonds as well as shares, 
since the dollar-linked bond groups 
were all lower. Even the Index- 
linked bonds, which grabbed the lion 
share of tbe much-reduced turnover 
in the bond market, were mixed. 

The Treasury bill market also put 
in a poor showing, trading only 
TS15b. worth of bills, most of this in 
the shortest-dated series. 

Demand for Treasury bills has 
dried up.in recent days as the banks 
have raised interest rates on “jum- 
bo” deposits to around 6%.

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Arafat’s act exposed 


THE DRAMA of the hijacked Italian enrise liner Achilfe 
Lauro, which had started with its hijacking by Palestinian 
terrorists outside Alexandria late Monday, came to an end last 
night as the four pirates - not eight, as had been earlier reported 
- gave themselves up to the Egyptian authorities in Port Sad. 
They were to be allowed safe passage to another country. While 
in control of the liner, one of the passengers, an American Jew, 
was reported missing, presumed dead. 

Some aspects of the hijacking remained obscure. But one 
thing emerged with brutal clarity. The posture of innocence 
struck by the PLO’s Yasser Arafat in disavowing “any connec- 
tion whatsoever" with the kidnapping had been a fraud. The 
entire violent operation cannot have been initiated without the 
blessing of Arafat himself, as is indicated by the fact that its 
execution had been entrusted to a splinter faction of the 
Palestine Liberation Front led by one of Arafat’s loyal lieute- 
nants, Mohammed Abbas (Abul Abbas). 

The PLF had earlier been aligned with the Syrian-sponsored 
anti-PLO coalition, and two of its factions remain based in 
Damascus. But Abul Abbas, in splitting the PLF, took his own 
faction away and placed it under the aegis of Iraq. That is why 
the Iraqi deputy premier, Tariq Aziz, rushed to Cairo Tuesday 
night for talks with the Egyptians about the hijacked vessel. 

The original plan was evidently for the terrorists to travel 
with the Achille Lauro until it docked in Ashdod, as had been 
its wont on Mediterranean cruises in recent years; and then, on 
Israel soil, to grab hostages for the release of Palestinian 
terrorists incarcerated in Israeli jails. It was to be another 
Lamaca, meant to prove that Israel’s retaliation for the Yom 
Kippur massacre of the three Israeli hostages in Lamaca, had 
no deterrent effect. 

The expectation evidently was that, if more Israelis were to 
be murdered, this time within Israel, it would stir no greater 
international furor than the Yom Kippur outrage. 

But something must have gone awry with the execution of the 
plan. The pirates, who had boarded the liner in the guise of 
passengers, took it over, and announced their prisoner release 
demands, before the Achille Lauro even reached Port Said. 
This was most unfortunate for the PLO’s leadership. Their 
hostages this time were not Israelis, but nationals of Western 
countries, nabbed by piratical terrorists aboard an Italian liner. 
The PLO stood to lose some valuable political support in the 
Western world; so the incident had to be closed, and fast. 

With Yasser Arafat himself stepping into the breach, the 
hijackers were told to cease and desist from a conduct that was 
“harmful" to the Palestinian revolution. But it could not have 
been mere moral suasion that was applied to then, but the force 
of military discipline as well. Only this could explain the firm 
confidence with which Arafat's second in command, Salab 
Khalf (Abu Iyad), yesterday announced that the incident 
would be over in a matter of hours. 

The sigh of relief at first heaved by the Italian government 
leaders when they satisfied themselves that the pirates were 
Palestinian terrorists not representing Arafat, turned out to 
have been premature. The “moderate" Palestinian chieftain 
with whom Premier Bettino Craxi was so willing to do business, 
proved himself again not only a bloody murderer,*but a cheat 
and a liar, ready to claim credit for sheer mishaps - such as the 
explosion in Katamon on Monday - while shirking responsibil- 
ity for outrages actually perpetrated by his own orders. Last 
night, Arafat was even condemning "‘terrorism against civi- 
lians." 

But it mil not be his fault if bis agents in the Achille Lauro 
case are allowed to go scot-free. If Egypt has made a deal to 
exempt them from prosecution, it is a scandal. And the scandal 
will be compounded if none of the countries whose nationals 
were aboard the liner asks for the extradition of the four 
terrorists. 


Sharir vs his ronstitaemy 


FOR THOSE familiar with the tourism industry, the sight of 
the Hotel Association president roundly denouncing Tourism 
Minister Avraham Sharir came as no surprise. Indeed, there 
has been ill-feeling between the hoteliers and the minister who 
might be assumed to be their best friend in the government 
almost from the moment when Mr. Sharir took office. For at his 
very first public appearance he blasted the hotel industry. 

What is surprising, however, is that the present furor is over 
an attempt by the minister to put a ceiling on the official prices 
listed for next year in a brochure published by the Hotel 
Association. For many, albeit not all, of the hotels, the 
“official" prices are so much fiction, reserved only for the rare 
individual who comes in off the street. 

- The vast bulk of their clientele come in groups or through 
special deals and their rate is far below the published one. 

The hoteliers say that they object to an attempt to regulate 
the prices of what to all intents and purposes is an export, sold 
to foreigners and paid for in foreign currency. Indeed the 
hoteliers are careful to stress that they have no objections to the 
price regulations on their rates for Israelis, paid for in local 
currency. Other hoteliers, especially those with luxury estab- 
lishments, argue that they should have the right to upgrade 
their service and charge accordingly, as long as the market will 
bear it. 

Clearly, in the feuding between the hoteliers and the minister 
there is as much unsaid as there is said. Despite Mr. Sharir’s 
oft-stated assurances that it is tourism that can best aid our 
languishing economy and faster than any other branch, the 
hoteliers, and others in the industry, blame his feuding with 
fellow Likud ministers for many of the ills that have befallen 
this sector. 

Thus it is believed that his personal clashes with Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu (Herat) have prevented any mitigation of 
the country’s tough policy on charters, which is designed to help 
not tourism but El Al. It is felt that Mr. Sharir’s party row with 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i, who heads a rival Liberal 
faction, is at the root of the Treasury's decision to suspend the 
hotels' exemption from customs payments on supplies and 
furnishings and renovation. 

The present unseemly quarrel may be patched up, like so 
many similar rifts in the past, but the ill will is likely to persist.

LIKE MANY other articles written 
by people who are dissatisfied with 
Israel’s policy vis-a-vis the PLO (of 
whom I am one) so Leo Savir's “Tlie 
PLO Impasse” (October 3) leaves us 
in limbo without offering a way out 
of the impasse. Furthermore, the 
advice which the author gives the 
Alignment at the end of his article is 
much too simplistic and. as such, 
misleading. 

Savir points out that Hussein can- 
not enter negotiations with Israel 
unless he arrives for .them aligned 
with the PLO. Yet. the Hussein- 
Arafat alignment is tactical because 
there is a~ fundamental conflict be- 
tween the two regarding the future 
of the West Bank and Gaza, and the 
extent of future Palestinian 
sovereignty or autonomy. 

Therefore, an Israeli expressipn of 
willingness to negotiate with this 
alignment can also be nothing more 
than a tactical move from which the 
maximum to be gained is a prop- 
aganda victory. 

If we are not talking merely about 
tactics then there are really only two 
honest alternatives. The first is to 
talk directly to the PLO about a 
Palestinian state in Jordan, plus 
most of the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, in return for peace. Several 
years ago, Arik Sharon reportedly 
advocated that Israel talk to the PLO 
about the “Jordan is Palestine” 
proposition, but he then proceeded 
to try to physically smash his future 
interlocutor. 

The second alternative is to talk to 
Hussein about returning most of the 
West Bank and Gaza to Jordanian 
sovereignty in return for peace, with 
the understanding that Israel will not 
dictate the Jordanian-Palestinian 
state's constitutional structure, nor 
intervene in its internal affairs, even 
when the inevitable battle takes 
place between the Hashemite reg- 
ime and the Palestinians. 

This, I believe is what the basic 
Labour Party position finally boils 
down to. If the alternatives are put 
down in this way, Hussein will either 
desperately try to tighten his tactical 
alliance with Arafat, in which case 
the name of the game will be “tac- 
tics,” or he will seek ways of 
approaching Israel without Arafat. 

It is only a matter of time before 
the Palestinians, who are already a 
majority in Jordan, will take over the 
Jordanian-Palestinian state. 


together with whatever territory it 
might regain west of the Jordan 
River. 


“THE PLO IS the only Palestinian 
body that has a measure of control 
over those most likely to oppose any 
future settlement.” Sam tells the 
Alignment. That statement seems 
highly questionable. Arafat's PLO 
has no control over Syria’s Palesti- 
nian proteges or other Palestinian 
“refuseniks." 

If indeed, as we are told, the 
Larnaca murder was planned or 
sanctioned by PLO's Force 17 with 
Arafat's prior knowledge, then it 
would seem that the PLO is crying to 
regain influence with the extremists. 
This means it has abandoned even 
the appearance of being willing to 
compromise, and the evidence is not 
conclusive that the PLO’s reported 
willingness to compromise has been 
anything but an appearance. 

So, instead of saying that “the 
PLO has a measure of control...” it 
would be much more accurate to say 
that most Palestinians in Israel, in 
the territories and abroad, view the 
PLO as the only authorized ‘Palesti- 
nian spokesman. Therefore, if one 
decides to talk to the Palestinians 
one must talk to the PLO. irrespec- 
tive of how one feels about this 
organization or the degree of control 
which it does or does not exercise 
over the extremists. 

Whether or not the PLO can deliv- 
er anything once negotiations begin 
is a moot question. It is doubtful, but 
we may not have anything to lose by 
trucking with it. 

Our refusal to deal with the PLO 
has not prevented its gaining legi- 
timacy and recognition. On the con- 
trary, our approach has been in- 
strumental in providing it with a 
status which is far beyond its real 
power and significance. 

If. once negotiations begin, the 
PLO will be unable to deliver, then 
we shall have gained 'an important 
propaganda victory. If the PLO can 
deliver (and I, for one. would be 
happy to be proven wrong) then we 
/ shall have the breakthrough which 
could lead to the much desired 
permanent settlement. 


IT IS NOT quite clear what Savir is 
getting at when be says: “The possi- 
bility that the PLO is acting for 
tactical reasons, a thing one may

DEMOCRACY AND JEWISH VALUES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - Ezra Austem states in his 
letter of -September 22 that: “The 
perpetuation of the Jewish character 
of Israel... transcends all other con- 
siderations, including the ideal of 
democracy." 

Consulting the Declaration of In- 
dependence, which seems the most 
appropriate source from which to 
determine the ideals of the state. I 
find that Israel’s founders hoped to 
“solve the problem of Jewish 
homelessness by opening the gates 
to all Jews.” TTiey do not specify a 
level of Jewish belief, or observance, 
or tradition which must be main- 
tained in order to gain admittance. 
The Declaration goes on to say: 
“The Srate of Israel... will uphold 
the full social and political equality 
of all its citizens without distinction 
of race, creed or sex.” 

Nowhere in this document, which 
expresses the most idealistic of our 
hopes, is the preservation of Israel's 
“Jewishness” raised in importance 
above the values of democracy and 
freedom. Because - as the signitories 
of the Declaration believed, and as 
Mr. Austem clearly does not believe 
- the latter is contained in the for- 
mer. Democracy, freedom are Jew- 
ish values. For this reason the avow- 
al to maintain democracy is pre- 
ceded by the statement that; "The 
State of Israel will be based on the 
precepts of liberty, justice and peace 
taught by the Hebrew prophets." 

Mr. Austem fears that by teaching 
democracy, we are failing to imbue 
Israeli schoolchildren with "truly 
Jewish values.” Has he forgotten 
that “by three things is the world 
preserved: by truth, by judgement 
and by peace.” (Ethics of the 
Fathers, Ch. 2); not by racial pre- 
judice and narrow-mindedness. 

I wonder too why someone with so 
strong a belief fears the exposure of 
Israeli children to Arab culture. 
Does he not have faith that Judaism 
can hold its own? Personally, as a 
child growing up in England, I found 
that nothing served to impress upon 
me more strongly a sense of my own 
religious and historical identity than 
the day-to-day contact with a culture 
that differed from my own. 


“Assimilation.” writes Mr. Aust- 
em. “is anathema to Jewish surviv- 
al” and therefore proposes that we 
go to any lengths in order to preserve 
the purity and continuity of the Jew- 
ish nation. On September 15, 1935, 
the Reichstag presented the follow- 
ing rationale for the acceptance of 
the Nuremburg Laws: “Imbued with 
the conviction that the purity of the 
German blood is the prerequisite for 
the future existence of the German 
people, and animated with the un- 
bending will to ensure the existence 
of the German nation for all the 
future, the Reichstag has unani- 
mously adopted the following 
law..." 

As Mr. Austem surely loathes 
fascism as much as he does assimila- 
tion, I suggest he consider the logical 
conclusion of his own reasoning. 

Not so very long ago, anyone who 
suggested that democracy is dispens- 
able in this country would have been 
condemned; today these people are 
wrapping their meaning in such no- 
ble sentiments as “the perpetuation 
of Israel's Jewish character. ” and are 
approved. Yet it is the very values 
which they 'disregard, the ideals of 
freedom, of equality, of justice, 
which must be upheld if Israel is to 
survive, is to remain the Jewish 
state, the light to the nations.

Sir. - 1 found Ezra Austem ’s letter 
concerning the relationship between 
Judaism and democracy to be quite 
interesting. That tensions exist be- 
tween the two is something which 
cannot be denied. 

However. Mr. Austem’s basic 
premise, that “the State of Israel was 
established above all else as a Jewish 
state” is false. Zionism was not, is 
not. and probably never will be a 
religious movement. It is secular in 
nature. Herzl and the majority of his 
successors did not set out to form a 
Jewish state. They set out to form a 
state where Jews could live in peace 
and security in a secular society . The 
First Aliya movements were made 
up in their vast majority of people 
not only non-religious, but outright 
antagonistic to anything dealing with 
Judaism.

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take for granted, is only tenable 
when there is a significant change in 
the mood of the Palestinian public. ’’ 
Of course, the PLO can only change 
if the mood of the Palestinian public 
(and I would add perceptions and 
belief systems) changes first. 

For the Palestinian mood to 
change. Israel’s attitude and conduct 
vis-a-vis the Palestinians must 
change, too. But it is equally true 
that the Israeli position will change 
only if the Israeli public starts to 
believe that relations with the 
Palestinians could conceivably be 
different than they are today and if it 
elects an Alignment-led government 
which does not include the Likud. 

In order for the Alignment to be 
able to set up a centre-left coalition, 
its electoral performance must im- 
prove. One of the conditions for this 
happening is that Prime Minister 
Peres and Defence Minister Rabin 
convince the electorate that willing- 
ness to negotiate and compromise 
(territorial compromise is still in the 
Labour Party platform) does not 
mean letting the PLO get away with 
murder, which is really what the 
attack in Tunis was all about. 

Those who argue that the attack 
merely aggravated the cycle of terror 
should consider the alternative: 
privately-organized and indiscrimin- 
ate attacks on innocent Arab civi- 
lians in the West Bank and Gaza and 
a new wave of sympathy with right- 
wing extremists. How would that 
help us break out of the vicious 
circle?. 

A final comment on what Savir 
says about “behind-the-scenes deli- 
berations about which Palestinians it 
is permissible to talk to.” During the 
July 31 Knesset debate on the sub- 
ject, Yossi Sand (CRM) had this to 
say: 

“One does not have to idealize the 
enemy in order to recognize the fact 
that one must talk to him... The PLO 
is a cruel enemy, cruel and murder- 
ous, and to the present I have no 
evidence... that the PLO has indeed 
recognized the State of Israel as a 
sovereign manifestation in this re- 
gion... If I were to choose my enemy 
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considerations. I have never met 
with Yasser Arafat, despite repeated 
invitations... I have not met him 
because I do not believe... that such 
a meeting could be helpful. And if a 
meeting is not helpful, it is super- 
fluous. 

“I have met other PLO members. 
I met them because I was convinced 
that these meetings were taking 
place on the basis of mutual recogni- 
tion... A meeting for the sake of a 
meeting - no. Contact for the sake of 
contact-no. I am not spell-bound by 
these meetings. But to go to seek 
peace - yes - to the end of the world 
and with any Palestinian who also 
seeks peace." 


SO, EVEN Yossi Sarid distinguishes 
between PLO personalities with 
whom public Israeli personalities 
should speak and those with whom 
tbey should not. What Sarid objects 
to is that the government' should 
have an arbitrary right to decide on 
who can meet whom, when and 
where. 

Certainly, Mr. Leo Savir. as a 
retired diplomat, knows how 
dangerous it is when private factors, 
especially private Factors from the 
political margins, start carrying out 
private diplomacy. Professor Judah 
L. Magnes nearly caused the official 
Zionist cause irreparable harm when 
he set out to talk with the American 
authorities about alternatives to the 
Jewish state in the aftermath of the 
Second World War. Magnes was on 
honourable man with the best of 
intentions and the Americans were 


no enemy. And yet the damage was 
done. 

Mohammad Miari is also an hon- 
ourable man. but he no Zionist 
(nor should we expect him to bet. 
And. until proven otherwise, the 
PLO is an enemy. 

It can be argued that the amend- 
ment proposed by Justice Minister 
Moshc Nissim to the Preven- 
tion of Terror Ordinance is objec- 
tionable because of the motives be- 
hind it, but that docs not change the * 
fact that some basic rules ought to be 
introduced to this very trick} ami 
delicate game. 

The discussions on picking Palesti- 
nians for talks did not have “the 
character of ritualistic differentia- 
tions.” and were not “ut» exercise in 
exorcism, rather than of a political 
debate in an advanced country.” as 
Savir writes. A legitimate (even if 
mistaken) right-wing position 
clashes with a legitimate left-wing 
position. In a government based on 
parity, the question is, on this issue 
as with others: “is it important 
enough to endanger the govern- 
ment’s continued existence?” 

The fact that the amendment was 
not passed automatically by the 
Knesset and Ls presently in commit- 
tee. where it is likely, to undergo/ 
changes, proves that with all its 
shortcomings and current political 
circumstances, the Israeli democra- 
tic system functions surprisingly 
well.

If Mr. Shamir is not concerned 
about world opinion, if he wants to 
pursue his dream of annexing the 
West Bank and Gaza and discourag- 
ing Arabs from living there, he 
should get his spending money 
somewhere else. 

Efforts by the AJC to break the 
impasse and prevent the above 
calamity should be appreciated and 
encouraged. Your prime minister 
needs all the help he can get in his 
difficult political situation. He is a 
ray of hope and many Americans 
dread rotation day. They fear that 
the South Africanization of Israel 
will then begin in earnest. 

Only one thing will stop this dis- 
astrous course for Israel and that is 
to exchange land for peace. If the 
West Bank. Gaza and the Golan 
Heights become part of Israel, there 
will be intolerable consequences for 
all parties involved and the State of 
Israel will have lost its identity - the 
Jews would soon be a minority in 
their own country and fewer and 
fewer will be inclined to inhabit a 
land of such tension.
